Mexico City, Deo. 18. -A heavy and sur- 
tained bombardment by two gunboats and 
the federal field artillery resulted today in 
the complete rout of the rebels at Tampico, 
according to a war office report received 
from Gen. Rabago tonight. 

Hundreds of rebels, the report states, were 
killed within an hour’s time, and the remain- 
der of the rebel army is reported to be in 
full fight towards Victoria. 

Gen. Rabago’s report as made public by 
the war office states that the gunboats Bravo 
and Zaregoza started down the river to- 
wards Arbol Grande and Dona Cecelia, which 
have been centers of the rebel operations for 
the last three days. Back in the city, Gen. 
Rabago says, it had been planned to give 
the gunboats the codperation of the land 
forces. ä 


Coup by the Federals. 

The rebels along the river bank appeared 
to believe that the gunboats were attempt- 
ing to escape, is the impression given by 
the report, and were caught off their guard 
when the shelling, which . their posi- 
tions, began. 

The report inslets that 500 men were killed 
before the rebels could get out of range. 

As soon as the flight began, Gen. Rabago 
started hie cavalry in pursuit, and at mid- 
night his troopers were hanging on the rear 
of the fleeing rebels, whose going is de- 
scribed in the report asarout. The action 
is said to have taken place this afternoon, 
Early Dispatches Reported Fighting. 

Bartier reports, believed to be authentic 
but not official, sent from Tampico at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, said that the pos- 
tions on both sides had not been materially 
altered from yesterday and that the firing 


as heavy as on the preceding day 

Accurate information, unless it be that re- 
celved by the government, is still meager at 
the capital. 

Business men with interests at Tampico are 
eagerly running down all rumors, but their 
correspondents there have been able to send 
but Uttle news. — 


Deny Landing of British Marines. 

One persistent rumor, which, however, has 
been denied at the British legatlon, wae that 
160 British marines and bluejackets were 
landed at “Tampico yesterday. 

Both armies are charged with executing 
the few prisoners captured. Yesterday the 
federals began by hanging several pris- 
oners in full view of the insurgent lines. 
The rebels immediately retaliated by hang- 
ing all the federal prisoners in their hands. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher, in command of the 
American warships, protested against such 
barbarities, declaring that they must cease 
and that the fighting must be conducted ac- 
cording to the rules of civilized warfare. 

It is reported here that Admiral Fletcher 
has forbidden the use of the gunboat's bat- 
teries unless it is certain that no shells will 
fall in the town. No property has been dam- 
aged and no Americans or other foreigners 
have been injured. 

The ofl people and railroad men are the 
mosi vitally interested tn possible property 
joes lat Tampico, since there is stored in the 
immediate vicinity of the combatants not 
lens than 5,000,000 barrels of oll and other 
destructible property which, it is estimated, 
ig valued at not less than 50,000,000 pesos. 
Wood is the material commonly used in the 
buildings of Tampico, thus enhancing the 
chances of destructive fires. 


RELATE VILLA OUTRAGES. 

Pl Paso, Tex., Dec. 13.—Stories of whole- 
sale looting by Gen. Francisco Villa's rebel 
army on its entrance into Chihuahua, Mex- 
ico, of the despoiling of church treasures, of 
the robbery of Spanish priests and nuns, of 
the confiscation of property, and demands 
for exorbitant sums of money, were brought 
here today with the arrival of 478 citizens of 
Spain, who had been banished from Mexico 
by the rebels. 

Eighteen Catholic priests and nuns of 
Spanish origin were among the refugees. 
They joined with the other exiled Spaniard: 
in sending to the Spanish ambassador at 
Washington and to the minister of foreign 
relations at Madrid a protest against what 
they asserted was an outrage of their rights 


Tell of Looting Churches, 

The priests said Villa had demanded $5,000 
from each of them and after they had given 
all they possessed Villa’s army looted the 
cathedral and churches and the convent af 
all the gold and jeweled chalices and sacred 
vest ments. 

One priest said he paid over to the rebels 
$05, which was all he bad; ancther said he

WILSON ILLNESS 
CAUSES DISQUIET 


Capital Agitated by Rumorg 
That President’s Con- 
dition Is Serious. 


OFFICIAL DENIAL GIVEN. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—President Wil- 
son today continued to nurse an aggra- 
vating cold which has kept him in his room 
since last Tuesday. Most of the time he has 
remained in bed, on the advice of his phy- 
sician, chiefly as a measure of precaution 
to insure complete rest and rapid recovery, 

Notwithstanding positive assurances from 
the White House, reports gained circulation 
that the president’s condition was alarming 
to his official family. 

In order to dispose of these reports the fol- 
lowing official statement was given out at 
the White House: 

Secretary Tumulty stated at the White 
House that reports of the president’s con- 
dition being alarming were absolutely 
groundless. His condition was described 
as entirely normal and satisfactory ex- 
cept for a cold which has caused him some 
discomfort but has at no time threat- 
ened any complications. 

As a measure cf precaution, Dr. Gray- - 
son, the attending physician, advised 
that the president suspend his usual offi- 
cial activities, including the receiving of 
visitors, in order to throw off the cold 
and give him an opportunity for rest and 
recuperation, 

The expectation is that the president 
will resume his official duties early next 
week. There is nothing in the president's 
condition to cause the slightest alarm. 


Dl Since Football Game. 

The president had not been entirely well 
since he attended the Army-Navy football 
game in New York. Sitting in the open 
stands on a raw day. he developed a cold in 
the head, which, however, after a few days’ 
confinement to his room, yielded to treat- 
ment. 

Last Monday he felt well enough to wish 
to take a walk in the bracing air. His phy- 
sician suggested warm clothing, and the 
president scorned an overcoat, but put on 
a heavy woolen sweater vest. In the cold 
wind that was blowing that day, it is be- 
leved the president caught additional cold, 
and when he attended the meeting of the 
Red Cross on Tuesday his voice was weak 
from its effects. His physician then ordered 
iim to bed, with the determination to keep 
the president there until he had absolutely 
recovered. 


No New Year’s Reception. 

It has been the intention of the president 
to take a vacation during the holiday recess 
of congress. This was officially announced 
recently, together with the statement that 


the New Year's reception would not take 
place, owing to the president’s absence. 

In view of the uncertainty of a recess of 
congress, in connection with the progress of 
the currency bill, friends of the president 
have been urging him to go to a southern 
climate, regardless of congress suspending 
its activities during the holidays. 

It has not been definitely determined when 
or where the president will go, but it is stated 
that his proposed trip is the result of pre- 
arranged plans, and in no way connected 
with his present indisposition, although this 
has emphasized the need of a good rest after 
the strain of eight months of almost un- 
broken official activity.

colleges such as Vassar, Smith, and Bryn 
Mawr. 

This information was received in Spring- 
field today and checked up as the probable 
development of an agitation of protest 
against co-education, particularly at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

The inference is that such a college as is 
about to be asked for would be located in a 
down state city and would require a $1,000,000 
expenditure for the plant with a suggested 
cost of $25,000 per year for maintenance of 
the faculty. 


Begin to Stir Up Interest, 

It is not learned that the definite movement 
has been formally launched but the advices 
which came to the state house are that the 
actual business of stirring up a favorabie 
sentiment, particularly among the women 
and through the women's organizations, will 
be started directly after Jan. 1, with the 
purpose of affecting the coming campaign for 
members of the general assembly. 

One of the arguments to be used, it is said, 
will be that there is no undenominational col- 
lege solely for the secondary education of 
women in the Mississippi valley and that it 
is up to the state of Illinois to found such 
an institution, inasmuch as it has gone 30 
far in maintaining such a collegiate course 
for men in the college of liberal arts at the 
university.

system of Chicago is subjected to a criticism 
most harmful, because by it public conn- 
dence in the sincerity of its managemefit 
is being impaired. 

J rarely have attempted interference in 
the detail work of the board of education. 
This should not be a prerogative of the 
mayor. In matters of administrative policy. 
however, a mayor should have the right to 
make suggestions. Months ago, upon ma- 
ture reflection, and because of the per- 
sistency of attack, I made the reélection of 
Mrs. Young as superintendent a matter of 
administrative policy. As such I asked the 
members of the board who owed their ap- 
pointments to me, to regard it. They were 
asked, without reference to their personal 
preferences, feelings, or antagonisms, 80 to 
regard it. In the recent election a number 
tefused to heed this expressed desire, and the 


résignations of five of these members have 
béen accepted. 


Would Oust More Trustees. 

“Under the law as laid down by the Su- 
preme court of Illinois a mayor may not re- 
move a member of a board of education. 
Were the law different there would be at 
least two additional vacancies today. 

There are men on the board whose ac- 
tions have shown them to be out of sympathy 
with an announced policy of the administra- 
tion, Were I in that position I would resign. 
Personally and officially I am in sympathy 
with the purpose of your agitation. 

It must be remembered, aowever, that at 
present there is no Vacancy in the office of 
superintendent ot schools. In this instance 
& vacancy may only be created by the rosig - 
nation of Mr. Shoop, unless under the rules 


ot the board of education the vote by which 


he was elected superintendent may be recon- 
sidercd at the next meeting of the board. I 
have asked the corporation counsel and the 
attorney for the board of education to ex- 
amine into this phase of the question. 
Aide from the reprehensible mcans used 
to remove Mrs. Young from office, the elec- 
tion of a successor, without even a suggestion 
of sane and-sincere consideration, has sub- 
jected the proponents of Mr. Shoop to seri- 
ous and deserved criticism. It took me three 
weeks to pick a chief of police. Three min- 
utes’ time was devoted to choosing an official 
in whose care for a year shall rest the char- 
acter upbuilding of 400,000 school children.“ 


Dr. Jones Denounces Shoop. 

Jenkin Lloyd Jones declared that Chicago 
has been caught at her old trick of stoning 
her prophets. He spoke in high praise 
of Mrs. Young and denounced Mr. Shoop 
for accepting her place in the face.of ‘* ques- 
tionable methods and by a questiqnable ma- 
jority.” 

John Henry Hopkins, looking over the audi- 
ence, asserted he had read in the morning 
newspapers that Trustee Rothman had ik - 
ened the protestants against the removal of 
Mrs. Young to six frogs.”’

Turning to the school, teachers in the au- 
dience he reminded them they often had 
been under the necessity of boxing the ears 
of the youth of the rising generation.

The speaker accused Mayor Harrison of 
responsibility for the dismissal of Mrs. Young 
and declared Shoop had been elected on a 
technicality. 


Urges Mrs. Young’s Restoration. 

Mrs. Harriette Taylor Treadwell aroused 
great enthusiasm by announcing that she 
had just received word that Judge Foell had 
handed down a decision declaring the suf- 
frage law of 1913 constitutional. She urged 
that Mrs. Young be restored to her position, 
with power over the administration of affairs 
and the right to direct the energies of the 
board of education’s business manager. 

“I presume I shared the general public 
opinion,” said Dr. W. A. Evans, when Ella 
Flagg Young was elected superintendent of 
the Chicago public schools that an honor 
had been done to a woman who had given 
her life to Chicago public schools. We 
watched her during her first year, and I 
believe I shared the general public opinion 
that her election had worked, not so much 
to honor a woman, as to reveal to the people 
of Chicago a master mind. As we main- 
tained her in that position we did not honor 
womanhood nor the teaching profession so 
much as we honored ourselves.” 

He asserted that a way would be found to 
place Mrs. Young again at the heed of the 
public school system.

Some Terminal History. 

The Pennsylvania group of roads claims to 

have been working on plans for a new Union 


station for six or seven years. No indica- | 


tion was given the general public of real 
progress until Aug. 22, 1911, twenty-eight 
months ago. On the front page of Tus 
TRIBUNE that day was printed the announce- 
ment of the location of the new passenger 
station—the block bounded by Jackson bou- 
levard, Canal, Clinton, and Adams streets. 

At the same time it was announced the Bur- 
lington road would erect a new office build- 
ing at Clinton street and Jackson boulevard, 
diagonally across the street from the station 
site. It was to be as high as the ordinances 
permitted, have 320,000 feet of floor space, 
and cost about $1,500,000, 

It was understood the property necessary 
for these two improvements had been ac- 
quired. Construction started within a reas- 
onable time on the office building and it has 
been completed and occupied since last De- 
cember. 


Alton First In on Deal. 

Nothing was given out regarding the plans 
for the station, so it may be taken for granted 
they had not been drafted. In fact, on Dec. 
19, 1911, Darius Miller, president of the Bor- 
lington road gave out an interview in which 
he told of a conference to be held the next 
day between the officials of his road, the St. 
Paul. Alton, and Pennsylvania with refer- 
ence to the plans. 

That meeting was in the office of D. H. 
Burnham and Company, architects. The 
conference was held as scheduled and the 
impression was given out that the essential 
features of the terminal plan had been agreed 
upon. It will be noticed that the Alton at 
that time was to be a partner in the Union 
station and that impression was not cor- 
rected until last week. 1 


Plans Complete in 1912. 
About a year after the site for the head 
house had been purchased, on Aug. 17, 1012, 
the plans for the station were completed. 
A three column picture of the showy portion 
of the termina) was printed in THE TRIBUNE. 
On this date, as welljas a year previous, offi- 
cers of the Association of Commerce gave 
out interviews commenting favorably upon 
the site selected. They also suggested the 
new postoffice be placed in the block imme- 

diately behind the railway head house. 


* 


New Council Committee Formed. 


The usual nonpartisan committee to deter- 


mine the personnel of the standing commit- 
tees of the council was appointed and decided 
to do its work at Excelsior Springs, Mo. Ald. 
Geiger, one of the members of the committes 
on committees, followed the other members 
to the Missouri resort. With his arrival 
came the suggestion of the formation of a 
new standing committee—on railroad ter- 


minals, The committee was appointed. 


Ald. Geiger says that he communicated 

with Mayor Harrison to ascertain whether 
he had any objections to such a committee 
and the chief executive answered no.“ 
Otherwise, he claims not to have consulted 
the mayor. Mr. Harrison has said any inti- 
mation that he knew the personnel of this 
committee is an absolute lie.“ 
It has been reported several times, and 
denied almost as often, that Ald. Geiger had 
a typewritten list of names of which most of 
them were placed upon the terminal com- 
mittee. This committee was decided upon 
April 11 and the next day or the one follow- 
ing Ald. Geiger returned to Chicago. 

From Excelsior Springs the news was 
sent out that the purpose of the committee 
was to study the entire terminal situation— 
the location of stations, the rearrangément of 
terminals, the elimination of smoke, and the 
possible electrification of terminals within 
the city. ’ 


Wrong Impression Given. 

During April it was reported the railroads 
had purchased the property of the Illinois 
Tunnel company for $3,500,000, lying between 
Canal street and the river. The impression 
was then given that it was for the purpose 
of straightening eut the tracks. Recently 
however, a different intimation has been 
given. The purpose of the purchase. accord- 
ing to the latest information, was to trade it 
to the Alton road for some of its property 
which is required for the terminal tracks. 

Early in May the council terminal com- 


mittee decided it would hold a series of public | 


hearings at which designers of plans and 
citizens would be permitted to talk. By this 
time it was generally known the Pennsyl- 
vania group of raads was preparing to ask the 


council for the vacation of certain streets 


and alleys necessary to construct their pro- 
posed terminal 


Electrification Taken Up. 
The first session was devoted to electrifica- 


tion. Howard Elting and former Judge J esse. 


Holdom, the former president of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce, and the other chairman of 
its smoke committee, appeared. They ex- 
plained the association had a committee on 
smoke which was direciing a corps of ex- 
perts. This study had been in progress for 
two years, and it was represented the rail- 
roads had agreed to finance the inquiry, of 
which the cost to that time was about $250,- 
000, They asked delay until they made a 
report, which they expected Jan. 1 next. 


Delano Urges Twelfth Street. 

In addition to this group of railroad men, 
Frederic Delano, president of the Wabash, 
also was present. He urged a considera- 
tion of Twelfth street for all of the roads. 


Along this thoroughfare he suggested a 


series of stations be constructed. 

He argued, however, as more important, 
that the city use its power to compel the 
railroads to get together around a table and 
work out a terminal plan for the benefit of 
all roads dnd the entire city. In support of 


that he said the roads are considering from 


$100,000,000 to $125,000,000 for new terminals. 
Later he repeated his suggestion that the 


city force the railroads to get together,“ 
but no effort in that direction has ever been 


made, so far as the public has been informed, 


Little Mystery Arises. 
The only exception is found in the next 


committee meeting, when W. A. Gardner of | 


the Northwestern and C; H. Markham of the 
Illinois Central appeared before the commit- 
tee. Exactly why they were there was not 
explained, but the atmosphere indicated they 
were the guests of the Pennsylvania group 
of roads rather than the recipients of invi- 
tations from the committee. They assert 
they had no intention of changing the site 
of their passenger términals, although Mr. 
Markham said the Illinois Central contem- 
plated a new station on approximately its 
present site. 

A vice president of the New York Central 
lines also appeared. He said his road had no 
intention of moving to Twelfth street if the 
Pennsylvania, its chief competitor, was per- 
mitted to locate at Adams street. If, how- 
ever, the Pennsylvania were forced south, 
he added, the New York Central would “ con- 
ider moving also. 


Protests Are Pronounced. 
The public hearings were continued until 
near the middle of June. The Chicago plan 
commission, Pond & Pond. arcl ects; Guen- 
zel & Drummond, architects, and others pre- 
sented their ideas. In this period the sub- 
ject gained such wide interest that Tue 


TRIBUNBE obtained interviews with the presi- 
dents of most of the railroads entering Chi- 
| Cago and on June 22 obtained an exclusive 


statement from Engineer John A. Stevens, 
who opposed the one station idea as well as 
Twelfth street at this time. 

Some one spread the idea that it was pro- 
posed to stop all of the suburban trains at 
Twelfth street. Protests against this idea 
flew into the committee from La Grange, 


Riverside, Hinsdale, and other west side vil- | 
lages. Officials of State street stores added“ 


their objections and other organizations in- 
terested in the downtown section followed 
this lead. 

During this period labor unions, the West

This committee action served to increase 
the pleas fof an expert investigation, but the 
harbor and subway commission was given 
until June 25 to make a report. .

Rea Fails to Show Up.

Rea replied that he was unable to appear 
on the date set but added that he would ap- 
pear later if desired.

lished a poll of the two houses on the identi- ps 


cal recommendations made by the president. 
This indicated only 25 members of the senate 
and 103 members of the house for primaries, 
and 23 members of the senate and 89 mem- 
bers of the house against primaries, with 
46 members of the senate and 198 members 
of the house noncommittal. 

A comparison of these figures with the 
poll completed shows the way in which 
sentiment has changed, unauestionably due 
to the continued resentment of the people 
against the theft of the Republican nomina- 
tion for President Taft. 

The question of state rights in connection 
with presidential preference primaries is 
bound to loom large. With few exceptions, 
southern Democrats are insisting that state 
lines be preserved. This likewise is true of 
a number of western members, including 
Senator Sherman of Ulinois. There also is 
a controversy as to whether a nation-wide 
primary would be constitutional. 


Views of House Members. 


Following are views expressed by some 
members of the house: 

Representative Rucker of W et cha r- 
man of the committee on election of pres- 
ident, vice president, and representatives in 
congress—-I am heartily in favor of the pres- 
idential primary. So far as the national con- 
vention suggested by President Wilson is 
concerned »ve have exactly that in Missouri 
now and it works all right. 

Representative Victor Murdock of Kansas, 
leader of the Progressive party in the house— 
You could not use language too strong to 
state my position in favor.of the direct nom- 
ination of candidates for the presidency. No 
party in the United States has the courage 
to stand against the presidential primary. 
It is coming and coming fast. The Progres- 
sives are for it because it is right. Leaders 
and followers of the other parties will be 
meet to fall in line. 


Mann Favors Plan. 

Representative James R. Mann of Chi- 
cago, Republican leader in the house—I have 
already stated my position to THm TRIBUNE. 
I am frankly in doubt on the matter. , 

Representative McKinzie of Illinois, Repub- 
lican—As a general proposition I believe in 
presiiential primaries. The details of any 
measure which congress may pass, of course, 
must be worked out carefully.

Says Gratuitous Advice Is Given by 
Layman Secretary. 


The Legal Aid society, H West Lake street, 
would like to know the identity of the back- 
ers and the methods of operation of a new 
society which styles itself the Interstate 
Law and Aid association.

Mrs. Julia Wolotka of 1403 Dixon street, for 
one, has a receipt to show she paid $30 to the 
association last week.

of the Legal Ald society, sald the name of 
the new society is misleading. The chief at- 
torney for the Legal Ald society ie Hart E. 
Baker. The name of the attorney for the 
Interstate Law and Aid association is Dillard 
B. Baker. 

Mrs. Wolotha asserts some one at the Legal 
Aié offices sent her to the new soolety. This 
was denied. The inference was that there 
might be “runners” or agents circulating 
among the large crowds which always swarm 
through halls and rooms of the Legal Aid 
society at $1 West Lake street, seeking clients 
for the new society. 


Grandchildren’s Support Involved. 

Mrs. Wolotka was seeking to be relieved 
of paying for the support of her two grand- 
children, ordered by the County court, on 
the ground that she simply could not pay $3 
a week for the children because her hus- 
band’s income was only $11 a week. Their 
rent was $9 a month, she said. 

Her son, Joseph, had married five years 
ago. His wife Veronica, it was said, had 
“chased” him from home. Then the wife, 
in the absence of her husband, asked that 
the grandparents de compelled to support her 
two children, one 3 years old and the other 
a babe in arms. The County court ordered 
the grandmother to pay $3.

Mrs. Wolotka paid Atto Dillard B. Baker 
$30 to offer Judge Owens for her. Te County 
court refused to set aside the order, but 
reduced the weekly payment from §8 to $1.50.

Infant Welfare, School Inspec- 
tion, and Food Supervision 
Demand More Workers. 


Health Commissioner Young yesterday is- 
sued a general bulletin setting forth the need 
of the department for heavy funds in the 
coming year. He pointed out that his esti 
mate, $1,160,278, has been scaled by the con 
troller to $957,781, a decrease of $202,497, 
before going to the finance committee of the 


45 per cent over last year. 2 
alone shows fewer cases than in 1912. 


Expenditures True Neonomy. 

„Proper upkeep of the department's insti- 
tutions, their furnishings and surroundings, 
is not only necessary to fullest working ef- 
ficiency but it also is true economy,” said 
Dr. Young. “ Therefore we are asking for 
such sums as are required to place the de- 
partment’s properties and inaticutions in 
proper condition. 

“ Expansions in the service of the bureau 
of medical inspection are imperative, par- 
ticularly for more effective prevention of the 
spread of contagious disease, prevention of 
the needless slaughter of infant life—infant } 
welfare work-and detection and correction 
of physical defects in school children, 


Congestion Adds to Problem. 
“The development of thie bureau has not 
kept pace with the increasing difficulties of 
the problems of contagious diseases and de- 


velopment of areas of congestion. Nor has | 


there been even a close approach to the needs 
of the school inspection and infant welfare 
services. There ia pressing need for more 
health officers, more nurses, more quaran- 
tine officers, and increased supervising and 
office forces." 

Dr. Young explains the need ot better nurs | 
ing service, dental and optical work in the 
schools, quarantine inspection and clerical 
service, laboratory and hospital work. He 
speaks particularly of the need of more in- 
spectors to enforce the food laws.

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FINDS GERM CAUSE 
FOR CANCERS. | 


French Scientist Says Microbe Is 
Carried from Stagnant Water 


Both by Fish and Certain 
Kinds of Small Insects. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.) 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—Fresh interest in the ex- 
periments of Dr. Bosc, professor of patho- 
logical anatomy at the University of Mont- 
pellier, regarding cancer, was aroused this 
week by the announcement that he had iso- 
lated the microbe of the disease. It is said 
‘to be the protozoa type and to be found 
principally in water. | 

Prof. Bosc is understood to have announced 
that he nas traced a number of cases to in- 
sect bites and to pricks of fish bones. He 
also has found intestinal cancer prevalent in 
villages where snails are eaten in large 
quantities. 


Studies for Twenty Years. 

Prof. Bose, who has studied cancerous 
tumors for more than twenty years, has ob- 
served that when such tumors were scraped 
and the results of the scraping placed ina 
culture of incompletely coagulated blood in- 

finitely sinali microbes belonging to the pro- 
tozoa group were visible after fifteen to fifty 
days. 

To these Prof. Bosc attributes the property 
of engendering cancer but he has not yet 
made inoculation experiments which would 
prove his belief. This parasite, he says, ex- 
cites the cellules of the organism and makes 
them proliferate with morbid rapidity and 
causes them to lose their form and function 
to turn them to the profit of the parasite. 
Hence the immense proliferation constituted 
by the tumor may be considered as the or- 
ganism’s mode of defense. 


Cause of Rapid Spread. 

Seeking by the aid of this proliferation to 
inclose the parasite which produced it, but 
owing to emigration throughout the organ- 
ism of the cellules of the tumor which carry 
the parasite along with them, the prolif- 
eration is manifested successively in every 
organ and the organism dies from the gen- 
eralization of a method of defense which, if 
utilized only in one place, would have been 
excellent. 

These protozoa are found especially in 
water, particularly in stagnant water. Many 
insects and fish carry them. Dr. Bosc cites 
| one case of cancer of the tongue which de- 
veloped where a trout bone had penetrated 
and remained. He cited a case of cancer of 
the jaw which developed exactly where an 
insect had stung the person. 


ANTI-CLERICALS FEAR CRISIS. 


Question of Reconciliation Between 
Vatican and Italian Government 
Causes Stir Among Politicians.

ROME, Dec. 18.—The question of reconcilia- 
tion between the pope and the ItalHan govern- 
ment, which was raised at Milan by the 
archbishop of Unine and gave rise to unoffi- 
cia) statements that the pope himself desired 
to end the long fight regarding the temporal 
sovereignty of the vatican, is shortly to come 
for debate in parliament and may result in a 
cabinet crisis. : 

The anti-Clericals, realizing that the ma- 
jority of the ministerial deputies owe their 
election to the Catholic vote, fear that 
Premier Giolitti will be compelled to favor 
the Catholics in order to retain power. 

Premier Giolitti has said that if the Cath- 
olics expect compensation for their support 
of the government in the election they must 
wait a long time. The Socialists seized on 
this declaration to place the premier on the 
horns of a dilemma by challenging him to 
initiate an anti-Clerical policy at once. 

Sig. Giolitti thus is forced to face the alter- 
native of satisfying the anti-Clericals and 
risking the hostility of the Catholics and 
the 230 Liberals, who owe their election to the 
Catholic vote, or else losing the support of 
the Radicals, several of whom are in his 
cabinet.

LARKIN BEATEN BY 
TRADE UNIONS. 


Meteorie Career of Dublin Strike 


Leader Given Crashing Check 
by Common Sense Discipline 
of the British Workmen. | 


years have been so impressive and at the 
same time 80 instructive as the meteoric 
rise and headlong downfall of Larkin, the 
picturesque and passionate pilgrim of the 
flery cross, now broken upon Fortune's furi- 
ous and fickle wheel. “ But yesterday the 
word of Larkin might have stood against 
the world; now lies he there and none so 


poor as to do him reverence.” 


His little hour of brief authority was 
crowded with emotions and triumphs enough 
to fill many lives. His emergence as the ac- 
claimed champion of the Dublin working 
classes and destroyer of capitalism, his 
unjust imprisonment, his release by the gov- 
ernment under imperative pressure from the 
labor party and Socialist leaders, his fervent 
welcome by the masses seeing in him the 
heavensent savior of society, his sudden and 
complete collapse against the stonewall of 
disciplined common senge of the English trade 
union leaders, all combine to prove how 
great a force human personality remains, 
despite the complex organization of modern 
sociéty, how swift and far reaching its ac- 
tions and reactions. 


Effect Upon the Government. 

More significant than the effect of Larkin's 
career upon the industrial world has been its 
effect upon the government, which for one 
moment undoubtedly was shaken by the 
labor party’s storm of indignation in behalf 
of the leader who now is driven out like Ish- 
mael into the wilderness. 

Since coming to England Larkin has proved 
himself an untamed and untrained dema- 
gogue. His flery eloquence is without foun- 
dation even of elementary knowledge of the 
economic conditions which underlie the grim 
struggle between capital and labor. Among 
the many mistakes which he has committed 
his fatal blunder consisted in villifying the 
English trade union leaders, appealing over 
their heads to the rank and file to follow the 
fiery cross and embark in a national strike. 

By this blunder he alienated the whole or- 
ganized labor party and inspired in them 
permanent distrust of syndicalists’ methods. 
Trade union leaders are only human and their 
human limitations were clearly displayed at 
Tuesday's stormy meeting of the trade union 
congress at which Larkin was snowed under, 


Benefits of the Crusade. 

Socially his crusade is likely ultimately 
to be beneficial because it has revealed the 
danger in the lack of discipline and the un- 
reasoning violence of class prejudices which 
syndicalism represents. It also has demon- 
strated the stabiltiy of British trade union- 
ism, its sense of responsibility, and disposi- 
tion to fair dealing. 

Tuesday's congress represented 360 unions 
and 2,500,000 workers. Its proceedings were 
disorderly where Larkin was concerned but 
otherwise dignified. Its decisions, especial- 
ly that against the general strike; ite con- 
demnation of the abortive railway strike in 
South Wales are calculated to be a salutary 
check upon violent movements of labor un- 
rest which Larkinism inspired. 

Nevertheless, in his hour of defeat Larkin 
presented an almost heroic figure. His gour- 
age against the heaviest odds sufficiently 
explains the secret of his initial successes 
in the emotional atmosphere of Dublin, 
where impulse is more powerful than delib- 
eration. The undaunted spirit of Larkin at 
bay commands admiration even while it 
emphasizes the danger of his leadership of 
the restiess elements of society. 

“I will go down fighting "’ were the last 
words he spoke, and he went down gloriously, 
shouting, with his head bloody but unbowed. 
It was Ajax defying machine made lightning, 
Quixote tilting against steely windmills, 
emotional fanaticism defeated by the serried 
ranks of organized economical principles. 

Larkin’s defeat is likely to produce an early 
settlement of the Dublin strike. 


Postal Strike Is Imminent. 

Meanwhile new trouble threatens Great 
Britain in that the postal and telegraphic 
employés, represénted by a national joint 
committee of postal unions, insist that the 
government accede to their demand for an all 
around increase of 15 percent. Failing com- 
pliance, they intimate that they probably 
will adopt the syndicalist policy and declare 
a national strike. The postmaster general 
adheres to the government’s definite decision 
to consider the representations as separate 
branches with reference to conditions of em- 
ployment, but will not yield to the demand 
for an all around advance. 

Public opinion generally does not sympa- 
thize with the attitude of the postal em- 
ployés, because twice in the last six years 
their conditions of service have been care- 
fully investigated by select committees, and 
their salaries and pensions allowances ma- 
terially increased, involving a large addi- 
tional expenditure. The present agitation is 
regarded as unreasonable by the public, 
which especially resents the unions’ policy 
which chooses the Christmas season to hold 
a pistol at the head of the taxpayer. 


Political Consequences Involved. 

The situation gives emphasis to the dan- 
gers and difficulties which, under the party 
system of government, is involved in such 
claims preferred by the ever increasing army 
of public servants, whose resentment may 
east large blocks of votes against a minis- 
ter acting loyally as the trustee of the pub- 
lic interest. 

The widespread social and commercial in- 
convenience which a strike would tempo- 
rarily produce sinks to insignificance beside 
the permanent political consequences of the 
postal unions’ demands and the manner of 
their presentment. 


NEW UNIONIST IN PARLIAMENT. 


W. Watson Wins Bye-Election for South 
Lanarkshire Seat in Three 
Cornered Fight. 


GLASGOW, Dec. 18.—The Unionist candi- 
date won the by-election for the South 
Lanarkshire seat in parliament left vacant 
by the death of Sir Walter Menzies, a Libera] 
home ruler. The vote was as follows: 

Hon. W. Watson, Unionist, 4.257; G. Mor- 
ton, Liberal, 4,006; Mr. Gibb, Labor, 1,674.

MORE RADIUM IN SIGHT. 


English Scientist Predicts In- 
crease by New Manufactur- 
ing Processes. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.~~The world’s supply of 
radium will soon be increased from two to 
twelve grams, a majority of which is te 
come from the United States. This is the 
prospect which J. Thome Baker, the English 
scientist, holds out. 

Mr. Baker has been investigating two new 
secret processes which it is now proposed to 
combine. The first of these processes was 
invented by two English chemists, J. Kent 
Smith and H. B. Rolfe. These scientists take 
the comparatively poor residues of carnotite 
after the vanadium has been extracted, 
which contain only a few milligrams of 
radium to the ton. 

This can be concentrated so that the bulk 
ig reduced to one-twentieth, yet the residual 
concentrates contain 150 to 200 milligrams of 
radium to the ton. This process is compara- 
tively speedy. 


Another System Invented. 

Prof. R. Sommer of the radium works at 
Neulengbach, near Vienna, is the inventor of 
the complementary process, which is a new 
syetem for the extraction of radium. He has 
extracted radium from pitchblende, with 
Only one-third of the strength required by the 
Austrian government. 

Prof. Sommer takes carnotite concentrates 
and in three or four days he obtains radium 
Barium; which produce in three or four 
months pure“radium. The present Curie 
process takes from twelve to eighteen 
months. While the new processes are cheap- 
er, Mme. Curie has no intention of reducing 
the price of radium, as the demand is con- 
stantly increasing. 

An order for two grams has just been 
placed in London and delivery is not guaran- 
teed by the Austrian government within a 
year. There are vast quantities of carnotite 
ore in Colorado and Mr. Smith and Mr. Rolfe, 
who head the International Vanadium at 
Liverpool, own extensive beds of the ore 
themselves. 


Thome Baker Secretive. 

Mr. Thome Baker says the process of manu- 
facturing radium is secret, and, therefore, he 
cannot discuss it in detail. ‘‘ However,“ he 
says, I personally followed every step made 
in Liverpool by Mr. Smith and Mr. Rolfe 
and in Austria by Prof. Sommer. My in- 
vestigations were conducted on behalf of 
certain financiers, therefore it was naturally 
| my duty to search for flaws. It must admit 
I was unable to find any.“ 

Mr. Baker himself is conducting experi- 
ments on ‘the application of radio-activity to 
agriculture. He saye astonishing results 
have been obtained with radio-active resi- 
dues containing one-thirtieth of a grain of 
radium to the ton, when mixed with ten to 
twenty times its weight of mold. 

He has shown that by increasing this pro- 
portion to as high as 400 per cent, crops.of 
wheat germinated a week earlier and were six 
inches high when ordinarily they would have 
been only four inches high. 


NO MISTAKE ON “MONA LISA.” 


Experts Agree Painting Recovered at 
Florence Is One Stolen 
from Louvre. 

FLORENCE, Dec. 18:—The authenticity of 
the “Mona Lisa found yesterday in posses- 
sion of Vincenzo Perugia was confirmed by 
experts after further examination today. 

The picture bears the seals of the Louvre 
and other galleries in which it has been hung, 
while the traces of repairs at the back of the 
canvas known to have been made are also 
visible. 

The prisoner was again interrogated by the 
police. He repeated his story of having 
stolen the picture as an act of patriotic 
vengeance for Napoleon’s depredations 1 
Italy. He displayed indignation at his treat- 
ment, declaring it unjust after the risks de 
had run and the abnegation he had demon- 
strated out of patriotic sentiment. 

A number of prominent Italians have re- 
quested that Mona Lisa be placed on ex- 
hibition in Florence, its former home, before 
returning it to the French government. 


Goes to Bring “Mona Lisa” Home. 

PARIS, Dec. 13.— Rene Viviani, French 
minister of public instruction, announced at 
the cabinet council today that there was no 
doubt the picture, ‘‘ Mona Lisa, had been 
recovered, and was now at Florence, Italy. 
He said he had telegraphed to the Italian 
premier, thanking him and the Italian gov- 
ernment for their prompt action. A repre- 
sentative of the fine arts department is on 
his way to Rome to bring the picture back 
to Paris. 

Fresh proof that Mona Lisa was taken 
from the Louvre by Vincenzo Perugia was 
established today when his finger prints, 
taken when he was cenvicted some time ago 
of carrying firearms without a permit, were 
compared with those on the frame and glass 
of the picture and found exactly similar, 


CHANCELLOR CRITIC OF FORCE. 


Military Papers in Germany Worried 
by Letter Which Was Written 
by Bethmann-Hollweg.

BERLIN, Dec. 12.—The military:.and Chau- 
vinist newspapers are worried at the publica- 
tion of a letter written last June by Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, imperial chancellor, to 
Prof. Lamprecht, in which the imperial chan- 
cellor made an unfavorable comparison of 
the German nation with the French and 
British. 

“Germany is a young nation with per- 
haps a too innocent belief in force and too 
little appreciation of the finer methods,“ he 
eaid. ‘‘ Germans do not yet know that force 
alone never yet has been able to maintain 
what force won.” 

He added that Germans need awakening 
and the government cannot accomplish its 
task without the constant support and co- 
operation of the educated classes.

Savilian Professor of Astronomy Forms 


' Novel Theory as to Origin of Sun Spots. 


[SPCIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. } 

ONDON, Dec. 18.—Herbert Hall Turner, Savilian professor of astronomy at 
Oxford, has promulgated a novel theory that sun spots are formed by frag- 
ments struck from Saturn's rings by meteors known as leonids. The fragments 
falling on the sun cause disturbance on its surface. 

Prof. Turner in an article in the Times this morning says it is improbable that 

the idea bas occurred previously to any one, and he expects that it will be received 
with incredulity, but he contends that the evidence in its favor is remarkably strong 


and easily presentable. 


His argument was initially based upon the puzzling irregularities in the weil 


known sun spot cycle of about eleven years. 


He was led by a study of the irregu- 


larities to connect them with leonid showers; but,“ he says, the orbit of leonids 
i» known to keep at a respectful distance from the sun and it was not possible to 
connect them directly with outbursts from the solar surface. 
FORMULATES HYPOTHESIS OF A SUBSIDIARY SWARM. 
“Some intermediary was necessary, and the hypothesis was formulated of a sub- 
sidiary swarm traveling in an elongated orbit which grazed the sun at perihelion and 
also passed so near the leonid orbit as to suffer ‘ perturbations’ whenever the leonids 


came past at the right moment. 


„ Once this hypothesis was made, everything fitted in with the known facts, so 
that the puzzling irregularities of the sun spot cycle were explained in terms of the 


perturbations by the leonids.“ 


Eventually Prof. Turner came to the conclusion that the subsidiary formed was 


a part of the leonids detached by Saturn’s action on some favorable occasion. 


He 


contends that, extraordinary as it may seem, direct evidence of this is available. Then 
he shows how he dates these possible encounters between Saturn and the leonids, as 


they are approximately calculable. 


CHINESE RECORDS GIVE REMARKABLE CLEWS. 
As modern records are unavailable earlier than 1750, he had recourse to the 


Chinese, who recorded appearances of large sun spots nearly 2,000 years ago. 


In the 


Chinese records he found remarkable clews to the problem. 

Of the formation of sun spots Prof. Turner says among other things: “ Frag- 
ments plunge into the sun surface at the enormous velocity of 400 miles a second, in 
a direction opposite to that in which the sun is rotating. It is only natural that they 
should drive the neighborhood of impact backward a little, and hence when we observe 
the rotation of a spot we are not observing the true rotation of the sun surface put 


of the distance. 


This explains some facts long known but not hitherto understood.” 


Prof. Turner concludes by saying that it would be premature to regard the hypoth- 
esis as finally established, but he contends that it is supported by all facts hitherto 


examined.

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FLIRTING WITH Mik Apo. 


Berlin Version of Visit of Senor 
de la Barra to the Court 
of Japan. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Dec. 13.—The hurried migsion to 
Japan of Sefior de la Barra, the Mexican 
minister to Paris, has attracted much at- 
tention in government and diplomatic circles. 
Sefior de la Barra arrived here on Fridar 
last. He had dinner with American Ambas- 


sador Gerard, and left on Saturday to con- 


tinue hig journey to Japan. He will ne 
call at the foreign office here. This is at- 
tributed to the cool reception accorded to 
Gen. Felix Diaz, when he was here on his 
way to Japan on the same mission as Sefior 
de la Barra, but which he failed to carry 
out. 

Several of the leading bankers and finan- 
clers desirous of finding out Sefior de la 
Barra’s views on the Mexican situation, 
had conferences with him. They informed 
him that while perhaps the sympathy of the 
German press and ccmmercial circles was 
more or less with Mexico, in favor of the 
recognition of Gen. Huerta, the government 
la supporting President Wilson and is not 
likely to waver in its attitude. 


Want Order Restored at Once. 

For this reason they advised the Mexican 
envoy to use his efforts for the sake of Mex- 
ico and for commercial considerations, to 
have some policy adopted which would re- 
store order in Mexico and avert intervention 
by the United States. 

While it is not known how strongly Sefior 
de la Barra supports President Huerta, he is 
reported as having said that the United 
States, in dictating who should not be presi- 
dent of Mexico was interfering with the sov- 
ereign rights and freedom of the Mexicans. 

The German bankers sympathized with 
Mexico, but they showed no inclination to 
come. to her aid. Mexico need expect no 
financial aid in Europe, it is now the general 
opinion here, until she has installed a gov- 
ernment satisfactory to the United States. 
No power is inclined to embarrass President 
Wilson. 

Purpose of Japan Trip. 

Sefior de la Barra’s statement that he is 
hurrying through bleak Siberia at this time 
of the year to bear to the mikado the three 
year old thanks of Mexico for Japan’s par- 
ticipation in the celebration of the centennial 
of Mexican independence is regarded by 
diplomats in very skeptical fashion. 

According to the diplomats, Huerta is 
known to have been trying to flirt with Japan 
ever since he has been in the presidential 
seat, and is making a desperate appeal 
through Sefior de la Barra for assistance, of- 
fering in exchange a concession so important 
that the Japanese will undoubtedly at least 
consent to receive his envoy and hear what 
he has to say on behalf of Huerta. 


OPPOSE PANAMA EXPOSITION. 


German Chancellor and Foreign Min- 
ister Both Against Participation 
at San Francisco. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS,] 

BERLIN, Dec. 13.—The outlook for offi- 
cial participation in the San Francisco ex- 
position is apparently hopeless. The reichs- 
tag and a large part of the industrial 
and commercial concerns are in favor of the 
project but the government has brought all 
its influence to bear against the appropriation 
of $500,000. : 

A prominent official connected with Herr 
Hugo Ballin, chairman of the board of direct- 
ors of the Hamburg-American line, and the 
scheme for private participation in the fair 
says the imperial chancellor and the for- 
eign minister oppose the plan on the ground 
that expense is not justified, but the real rea- 
son seems to be that having made up their 
minds both hold that it would not be digni- 
fied to change their attitude. 

While they remain opposed to the plan there 
can be no hope for official participation.

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POINCARE MAY VISIT U. S. 


President of Franee Considering 
Trip Which Will Inelude 
Tour of Other Countries. 


PARIS, Dec. 13.—President Raymond Poin- 
caré has talked unofficially with Jean Jules 
Jusserand, French ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States; Myron T. Herrick, United States 
ambassador to France, and others of the 
possibility of his paying a visit to the United 
States during his term of office. 

The suggestion was first made to him pri- 
vately by a friend, who inquired whether the 

president's visits to other countries ought 
not to include one to the United States, point- 
ing out that the relations between the two 
countries always had been so agreeable and 
that the United States was the sole republic 
among all the great powers. 


Poincaire Considers Visit, 

President Poincaré received the suggestion 
sympathetically and took occasion in Sep- 
tember to speak of the matter to Ambassador 
Jusserana while he was passing his holiday 
in France. At other times the president 
spoke of it with Ambassador Herrick. 

The subject also was brought quite infor- 
mally to the consideration of President Wil- 
don, who said it would give the government 
and the people of the United States a great 
deal of pleasure to entertain President and 
Mme. Poincaré, 

The question was raised whether President 
Wilson could promise to pay a return visit 
to France, and President Wilson said he saw 
no likelihood of being able to do 80. 


Plans Held in Abeyance. 

No Official discussion of this interesting 
suggestion has taken place and it remains 
for the present under private consideration. 

It is felt, however, at the palace of the 
Elysée that such an exchange of visits 
might be an admirable way of showing the 
unity of feeling and the good will existing 
between the two republics in somewhat the 
same way as the community of interests be- 
tween monarchies is often indicated by visits 
of royal personages. 


PARIS BURNS A BIG CANDLE. 


Installation of a Triple Line of Rose 
Colored Electric Lights on 
the Boulevards. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 13—Parisians were angry 
gome time ago on hearing that the sidewalks 
were to be pulled up all along the grand 
bovlevards, but they were cheered up on find- 
ing that it was all in order to make the town 
more than ever “the city of light.” 

The only electric lights on the boulevards 
were a line of globes sixty yards apart along 
the middie. The recent installation is a triple 
line of globes of a new style, the first being 
tried out in the Avenue de L’Opera. The 
lights are three times the strength of the old 
ones, making the street almost as bright at 
night as at midday. Instead of being opaline 
or bluish, they are slightly rose colored. 

The new lamps also burn in hermetically 
sealed giobes, the material of which is not 
pure graphite, but graphite to which has been 
added various mineral salts, notably cal- 
cium. These globes, instead of being spher- 
ical, are flower-like. 

Paris is also testing new lamps of con- 
densed gas. These prove comparable to the 
new electrics and are equivalent in price and 
efficiency, but differ in that the electrics are 
rosy ahd luminous, while the gas lamps are 
softer and more yellow. 

When all the public lights are going Paris 
now has 9,000,000 candle power.

Ignorance of World Politics. 


The speeches delivered at the National Lib- 
eral federation conference at Leeds displayed 
an almost unanimous desire to avoid the ele- 
mental duties of citizenship, combined with a 
colossal ignorance of world politics. Sir John 
Brunner, Mr. Baker, M. P.; Mr. Jonathan 
Samuel, M. P., and other typical representa- 
tives of the parish pump school of economics 
all spoke as if pious platitudes and Utopian 
shibboleths would suffice to arrest the march 
of nature’s laws and close the iron jaws of 
her necessities. 

Not one, apparently, in that gathering of 
men popularly identified with progressive 
intelligence, faced the stern truth (which 
every by-street of our great cities pro- 
claims) that the only productive services 


which can relieve our industrial world’s 


‘pressing necessities, are those which directly 


increase the products of the sea, the forest, { 


the mine, and the soil—above all, the soil. 

Mr. Asquith continues to plead the theo- 
retical case for the millennium of universal 
peace, but in practice he supports the first 
lord of the admiralty tn his effective prepara- 
tions for the arbitrament of war. 


Visit of Dr. Georg Brandes. 

In the literary world the most important 
event of the week has been the visit to Lon- 
don of Dr. Georg Brandes, the celebrated 
Danish critic and Shakspearean scholar. The 
heartiness of his reception here refiects not 
only a very keen appreciation of Dr. Bran- 
des’ international sefyices to literature and 
of his sympathetic rsonality, but some- 
thing of the kinship which all Englishmen 
feel for Denmark and the Danes. 

It is very probable that many of those who 
attend his lectures and hear his speeches 
have not read his critical works; they wel- 
come him, nevertheless, as an honest man 
and a citizen of the world who has always 
been well disposed toward England. For the 
rest, has he not written learnedly of Shaks- 
peare; does he not proclaim his admiration 
for Bernard Shaw and Wells, and tickle 
our national vanity with other graceful com- 
pliments?

In many ways it was 
an interesting function, presided over by 
Sir Sidney Lee and graced by the presence 
of Miss Ellen Terry.

hibited at the salon in 1765, was lent to the 
exhibition of the Société de Protection des 
Alsaciens et Lorrains as far back as 1874 by 
M. Edouard André, he having bought it at the 
Delessert sale in 1869 for 28,800 francs. It is 
the finer of two versions, the second of which 
brought 83,500 francs in Paris four years ag». 

The Duc de Morny’s “ Enfant Blonde,” by 
Greuze, is also in this collection. The fine 
examples of Fragonard include the famous 
Debut du Modele,“ which was “ jadis la 
perle de la collection Walferdin,” dispersed 
in 1880, and one of the great attractions of 
the exhibition of French art at the Galerie 
Georges Petit, Paris, in 1883. 

Two by Chardin, “Les Attributs des 
Arts,“ signed and dated 1731-32. were lent 
to the exhibition of French art at Berlin in 
1910.

Already many formidable protests have 
come from provincial meetings, but the 
cabinet is not so free to act as the Lib- 
eral rank and file for Mr. Churchill might | 
resign if his demands are not met, and the 
departure of so powerful a figure at this 
critical moment would seriously embarrass 
the whole political situation. It is un- 
derstood that the cabinet members have 
agreed on some compromise which gives 
Mr. Churchill enough to satisfy him now, 
while falling below his first figures. 

The coming of Christmas also accounts 
for the gradual sounding of the cease flre 
bugle along the whole line of battle. Mr. 
Asquith says no more. Mr. Lioyd-George 
makes one other land speech, while pre- 


paring fcr a short continental tour, and 


the other ministers are equally determined 
to preserve unbroken the temporary truce. 
Similarly Mr. Bonar Law has made his 
last speech for some weeks, and Sir Ed- 
ward. Carson has ended his English tour. 


End of Oratory Is Welcome. 

This cessation of platform utterances, espe- 
cially on home rule, is welcomed by all par- 
ties, for each speech consisted mainly of 
somewhat shrill notes of party controversy 
and every approach to settlement was neces- 
sarily accompanied by some such qualifica- 
tion or some such defiance and party gibe as 
would safeguard either side from the appear- 
ance of weakening or surrendering.

Oscar Wilde and Herr Krupp. 


THE TRIBUNE's Paris dispatches recently 
mentioned the revived rumor that Oscar 
Wilde is stiM alive. It has long been a popu- 


the late Friedrich Alfred Krupp, owner 


who is supposed to have died under mys-— 
terlous circumstances in 1902, is yet in the 
land of the living, though a fugitive in some 
remote and unknown region. 

It was first alleged by his enemies, prin- 
cipally the Social Democrats, that Herr 
Krupp had taken his own life in consequence 
of exposures that he was addicted to prac- 
tices with which the world asseciates the 
name of Oscar Wilde. Later ſt was declared 
that he was not a suicide, but merely had 
disappeared, and that his family went 
through the form of a mock burial at Essen, 
in which the kaiser participated, in order 
to make believe that he wes really dead. 

If you go to Essen nowadays the man in 
the street will tell you that the Krupp funeral | 
was a gigantic bluff, that the emperor fol- 
lowed an empty coffin to the grave, that no- 
body has ever been found ready to tate 
oath that he gazed on Krupp’s remains, and 
that no explanation has ever beén given why 
his body was not permitted to lie in state for 
the inspection of Krupp’s workmen, in a- 


cordance with ancient tradition at the works. 

The Krupps, like thé eminent of all lands 
and times, are the target for much irrespon- 
sible gossip, and the story I have related may 
belong to that realm, but it has never died 
down. The Krupp company, by the way, has

The fee officers, however, utterly refuse to 
employ competent help and are now brow- 
beating and cajoling the ju: ges to obtain 
from them permission to pay more money 
for more loafers. : 

The conduct of the sanitary district fur- 
nishes a greater stench than Bubbly creek 
produced before the opening of the drain- 
age canal. This organization should now 
de self-supporting, without taxes. But 
while doing little construction work it is 
consuming more of the taxpayers’ money 
than ever in its useful past. 

The county treasurer is charged with 
not accounting for the interest on money 
in his possession, and as he has forbid- 
den an investigation of his accounts, he 
has in effect pleaded guflty to the charge.

An excel- 
lent system of municipal labor exchanges is 
ever at work bringing the man and the job 
together, The information as to where work 
is to be had, and for how long, is supplied 
by these municipal labor bureaus, and the 
than laid off in one city is directed to the 
nearest plant or factory where there is a 
call for his muscle. The municipal labor 
exchanges are supplemented by trade union 
labor us, and here and there trade 
union benefits for the idle worker. 

When, however, unemployment assumes 


the labor exchanges find themselves power- 
less, the municipality and state come to the 
aid of the jobless. Like the provident tiouse- 
wife, who has provided things for a rainy 
day, the municipality or state fishés out 
from its official files various plans for public 
works, which have been postponed for just 
such an emergency, and the thousands of 
jobless men are set to work making needed 
| municipal improvements. To allay want in 
the homes of the unemployed there is a per- 
fect system of relief stations in most Ger- 
man cities, which permits of bringing help 
to the needy in a few hours. 

Germany's method of dealing with un- 
employment is duplicated with slight varia- 
tions in other industrial countries of Europe. 
-In Belgium a system of insurance against 
unemployment is finding favor with the toil- 
ers. The least efficient of the unemployed 
army in some European countries are put 
to work in what is termed labor colonies. 
These colonies are, however, distinct from 
the compulsory colonies for the semi-crim- 
inal vagrant. 

The plight which Chicago is now facing 
in dealing with its jobless army would have 
been cut in half if we had the intelligent and 
efficient machinery possessed by European 
cities for the handling of labor at all times, 
and more especially during a period of in- 
dustrial depression,

When the enemies of consumption began 
shooting, they wasted a lot of ammunition.

The custom now is for a community to 
start some sort of a tuberculosis society. 
Sometimes this is a tuberculosis comunttee 
of the woman’sclub. Sometimes it is a joint 
committee from the woman's club and the 
commercial club. Frequently it is a tuber- 
culosis society organized by the people at 
large, but stimulated by the sentiment pres- 
ent in the other local organizations. at 
corresponds to taking the rifle down. 

This society gets together some funds, 
and employs a tuberculosis nurse. It may 
not be able to pay her salary for more than 
a month, but it hires her for as lang an it 
can pay ber.

In many places the nurse is followed in 
time by the dispensary. In time there fol- 
lows some provision for sanitarium care of 
the earlier cases and hospital care of the 
more advanced cases. Sometimes beds for 
consumptives are provided by the city; 
sometimes, by the county; sometimes, by a 
group of counties working together, and 
sometimes, by the state. The natural order 
kor the development of these agencies is 
nurses, dispensaries, sanitaria and hospitals.

It is best to begin with the nursing serv- 
ice, because is disturbs things least, and it 
gives help where help will do the most good. 

It is a much simpler thing to have a nurse 
visit the homes where there is consumption, 
teaching the people what to do and what not 
to do, than it is to pass a referendum vote, 
levy a tax and build a sanitarium, 

From the standpoint of the sick, it is a 
more agreeable thing to have a nurse come 
in and make things safe than it is to go away 
from home, even though the sanitarium is 
but a few miles away.

For the support of the tuberculosis move- 
ment, a peculiar form of public appeal is 
made.

For this season's use 100,000,000 seals 
have been printed by the American Red 
Cross. If all of these are sold it will provide 
$1,000,000 ,of which $900,000 will go for the 


expenses of consumption work in the states | 


where the money was raised. 

This method of raising money fs pro- 
nounced the best by those who are expert 
on this subject. They would call it a scien- 
tific method. By it, the small boy with a 
large heart and 1 penny can contribute his 
mite. The wealthy man can buy $100, 
$1,000, or 810,000 worth of seals. 

It might be argued that 10 per cent for 
collection ig high, when the amount col- 
lected is one large sum, but the putting on of 
the seal does good. The expert tells us 


that, besides the direct good from the money . 


derived from the sale of the seals, great 
good is done indirectly.

Money plus wise enthusiasm equals et- 
ficiency. in the arithmetic of social reform. 
This is as axiomatic as the proposition that 
a straight line is the shortest distance be- 
tween two points. 

“It is unfortunate that so few social 
movements have been able t6 develop a 
method which will at the same time obtain 
money for the support of their propaganda 
and also produce enthusiasm, enlightenment, 
and education in the campaigns in which 
they are engaged. .

They have 
been the means by which previously unor- 
ganized states have been made examples of 
progress, They have stimulated and, at 
the same time, financed new activities in all 
parts of the field, 

As a producer of both funds and vitality 
in the anti-tuberculosis campaign, the Red 
Cross Christmas seal is unrivaled. Beside 
it, tag days,’ formal letters of appeal, spe- 
cial soliciting campaigns, and all other 
money-raising plans dwindle into insignifi- 
cance, 

In three or four weeks, the Red Cross 
seal campaign reaches milliong with its di- 
rect personal message. 

Mrs. Harriman says in her foreword to 
Allen’s “ Modern Philanthropy”: “Man’s 
individual gifts must be used systematically 
to be successful in their mission of benefiting 
himself, his country, and his race. 

The seal sale and the tuberculosis ern- 
sade are both sympathetic and systematic.

NEEDLESS CUTTING DEPLORED. 

A. V. V. writes: Noting your answer to 
Adelaide.“ regarding a lump in her breast, 
your advice being that she ‘ had better have 
a doctor see it and decide whether it is can- 
cer,’ I beg to know whether you hold that 
a superficial examination, even by the most 
experienced physician, could absolutely de- 
termine whether a lump in a woman’s breast 
was cancer? It has long been my uwunder- 
standing that not until such lump has been 
removed by the surgeon's knife and a mi- 
croscopical examination thereof made can 
its nature be determined; therefore, it would 
seem best that any lump in a woman’s breast 
should immediately be removed, and no 
chances taken that it may not prove to be of 
cancerous growth.“ 


REPLY. 

To remove every nodule in the breast as soon as 
it is noted, making the diagnosis after removal, 
would lessen the number of deaths from cancer, if 
the women would come for examination. It also 
would sacrifice many breasts needlessly. If sur- 
geons were to adopt that policy they would save 
themselves some mistakes, but, on the other hand, 
the women, knowing this to be the policy of sur. 
geons, would be liable to keep away until they were 
pretty certain that the nodules were cancers, Thie 
would substitute the woman’s opinion tn place of 
the surgeon's. The character of the growth, the 
feel of it, the rate of growth, the location, the 
presence of pain, the age of the patient—judging 
by these a fairly reliable opinion can be formed, 
On the other hand, part removal stirs cancers to 
active growth, Cancers should either be removed 
wholly and with a good deal of surrounding tissue 
or they should not be cut at all,

The council is composed of representatives 
of the Royal College of Physicians and of 
the Royal Colleges of Surgeons of London, 
Dublin, and Edinburgh, of fellows of the 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glas- 
gow, of duly elected licentiates of the Apoth- 
ecaries’ halle of London and Dublin, of six 
nominees of the crown, and of the presi- 
dent of the council. 

The council possesses all eorts of powers 
of a etatutory character in connection with 
the supervision of the examinations of the 
universities, corporations, and medical 
schools granting degrees of medicine.

Old Count .Felix Vetter von der Lalies“ 
death at Vienna has been a great blow to 
Emperor Francis Joseph. He had been 
one of that monarch’s childhood and boy- 
hood friends, being born in the same year, 
1830. The count was only a few months 
older than his sovereign. | 
The count was the head of a family which 
is descended from Francis I. of France 
and one of his fair but frail favorites. That 
king’s son and successor, Henry II. a most 
chivalrous monarch, declined, ef course, to 
allow his natural half brother and half 
sisters to bear their father’s filustrious 
nymic of Valois, but, at the same time, 
was willing to grant to them a name indi- 
cating that they had royal blood in their 
veins, and that they were connected by ties 


of relationship with the reigning house. 


Bo he invested them with the name of 
“Coufins du Lys,” which may be trans- 
lated into English as “ cousins of the lily,” 
the lily being the floral emblem and heraldic 
device of the sovereign house of France. 

After Henry II.'s accidental death through 
a wound received in a teurnament from 
the lance of a Scotch nobleman of the house 
of Montgomery his half brethers, the Cous- 
ins du Lys, made their way across the Rhine, 
entered the service of the Emperor of Ger- 
many, and were in caurse of time—that is to 
gay, in 1653—raised to the dignity of counts 
of the holy Roman empire, their French 
name being translated into German as Vet- 
ter von der Lilie.

Old Count Felix'’s oldest son, Moritz, who 
now succeeds to the chieftainship of this 
great and rich house of the Austrian aris- 
tocracy, is a privy councilor of the emperor, 
and, strange to relate, a physician. Doctors

Urges Making Release Difficult. 

Hed Harry Thaw murdered Stanford

Thus 
there are the men and women who have lost 
their reason while serving terms of hard 
labor or penal servitude. Prison life, even

who thus become a prey to dementia are 
transferred to Broadmoor. 


Cured Convicts Serve Sentences. 


When reported cured they are returned to 
their respective penitentiaries by order of the 
secretary of state to complete the terms of 
penal servitude to which they have been sen- 
tenced.

Middle Western University Plans 
for Popular Education Held Up 
to Britons as Splendid System 
for National Advancement.

LONDON, Dec. 2,—The work of the Caven- 
dish association is one more piece of evidence 
that the privileged class recognises the obli- 
gations of its advantage. Nevertheless the 
association can hardly hope to attain to any 


success, for the very reason that it is an 
aristocratic, rather than a democratic, move- 
ment. 

Its watchword, frankly spoken, is noblease 
oblige, and its appeal, as Mr. Asquith has ex- 
pressed it, is a plea for social service as “a 
voluntary tax on the unearned increment of 
social advantage.“ It isa call to the leisured 
classes to recognize the needs of the com- 
munity, and to endeavor te meet them by 
the organizing of social efforts from above. 

But “ Whatever you would put into the 
state,” said Humblodt, “ you must first put 
into the schools.“ Not into some schools, 
but into all schools, must be put the spirit 
which places duty to the community above 
selfish individualism, if the poison of caste 
is to be eliminated from the socia! state. 

“The learning of the few,“ said Bacon, 
im memorable words, “is despotism; the 
learning of the many is liberty. And intel- 
ligent and principled liberty is fame, wis- 
dom, and power.“ 


May Learn from Middle West. 

In working for a system of national, as 
distinct from class, education, we might do 
worse than study the principles and meth- 
oda, based on German experience, which, in 
many parts of the United States, and notably 
in the middie west, have produced a most 
efficient and practical system. 

One defect in our sysiem of popular edu- 
cation lies in the fact that, in the domain of 
civics, its average human product cannot 
bring his acquired knowledge into any direct 
relation of usefulness with the daily life 
of his class and profession. His book learn- 
ing is, in truth, a thing apart, irrelevant to 
the battle of life, to the business of the fac- 
tory or the farm; it leaves him with a vague 
sense of unequal opportunities and discon- 
tent, uninstructed in the obligations of a 
good citizen. 


In the best state universities in America, ) 


and throughout the whole curriculum of in- 
dustrial education, it is realized that the 
true remedy for political and social evils 
ea, not in political formule, but in raising 
the masses to a higher economic and intel- 
lectual level; In giving to the individual 
worker not only his industrial training, but 
the mental equipment which fits him to take 
his place as an intelligent and useful mem- 
ber of the civic body. 


Report of Wisconsin Commission, 

In the school system of Wisconsin (to cite 
the most thorough and the most successful 
system of state education in America) the 
methods of the German continuation school, 
in all its essentials, have been adopted. What 
those methods are, and what their definite 
objects, is shown by the recent report of the 
Wisconsin commission of education:

“ Thare is no doubt that courses in hygiene, 
sanitation, protective devices in machinery, 
as well as the courses in citizenship, are 
indispensable in these schools They: are 
seldom or never omitted in the best con- 
tinuation schools abroad. In practically 
every continuation class in Munich a boy 
has to take one hour a week of this train- 
ing for four years. The cumulative effect 
of this upon citizenship is very great, as weld 
as upon the health and stamina of the race, 
and cannot be underestimated.’’ 

We talk of a new spirit in America, of the 
epirit which is sending a better class of 
men into politics, and making social service 
a vegenerative force in state and munic- 
ipal government, the spirit which has lately 
been manifested in the election of Mr. Wil- 
son to the presidency and in New York's 
revolt against Tammany. 


Work of Young Men and Women. 


Ten years ago the corruptioA of Ameri- 
can state and city politics was a reproach to 
the nation and to its conceptions of democ- 
racy. Today, thanks to the ideal of social 
service, to the splendid work voluntarily 
done by the younger generation of univer- 
sit} and business men in the management 
of local affairs and to the good influence of 
women in public life, this reproach bids fair 
to be removed in the near future, 

The new spirit is beyond all doudt rapidly 
spreading, and it is assuredly the natural 
frukt of the tree of knowledge, wisely 
trained and nurtured. The Wisconsin theory 
and practice of popular education has 
brought the ideal of government of the 
people, for the people, by the people within 
the range of practical politics,

ROMAN ARISTOCRAT PASSES. 


Princess Barberini-Colonna di Sciarra 
of a Famous Neapolitan Family 
Dies in a Convent. 


ROM, Dee. 18—With the death of 
Princess Carolina Barberini-Colonna di 
Sciarra there disappears one of the leading 
aristocratic figures of the last century and 
the old régime. In her late years she prac- 
tically buried herself in a convent and was 
almost forgotten. She belonged to the house 
of the Marchesi de Pescopagano of Naples, 
and, at the age of 28, there married in 1848 
as his third wife Prince Maffeo di Sciarra, 
almost an octogenarian, belonging to the 
proud family of Colonna di Sciarra, a mem- 
ber of which im the middle ages boxed the 
ears of Pope Boniface VII. 

The prince died shortly after the mar- 
Triage, leaving a posthumous son, the well 
known Prince Maffeo di Sciarra, the present 
head of the house, who saw his immense for- 
tune gradually vanish in unfortunate specu- 
lations and in founding La Tribuna, which, 
while it ruined him, made fortunes for many 
others. 

His name became well known abroad 
through his selling the famous “ Violin Play- 
er of Raphael to Lord Rothschild. For 
this he was condemned to prison by the 
Ita lan courts and obliged to remain abroad 
until he received assurance that his sen- 
tence would not be pressed. 

Perhaps the noblest trait of Prince di 
Sciarra’s character is that, once fallen into 
poverty, having lost even the historic man- 
sion of his ancetsors, where American ten- 
ants have installed themselves, he had the 
courage, at the age of 68, not to disdain any 
work for a living. Among other things he 
is the agent of a firm which installs heating 
apparatus. 


BRIGANDAGE. HITS’ CHINA. 


Disorganization of British Postal 
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Exploits of White Wolf, the Rob- Brit 
ber Chieftain, Excite Ter- Service by Failure of Ships to 
ror and Hurt Trade. Touch at Queenstown.

PEKING, Dec, 18 The recent explotts of 


White Wolf, the robber chieftain of Hupeh | 


province, have drawn attention generally to 
brigandage in China. At the present time it 
ig being pursued as a profession, with more 
ar less success, in several parts of the coun- 
try, and the old time method of stopping a 
robber’s depredation by giving him a high 
governmental post has not always been guo- 
cessful. 

In Mongolia a considerable band is form- 
ing under an outlawed Mongolian prince 
named Tao Shi-tao, apparently one of the 
numerous Mongol chieftains whose extrav- 


agance has brought them to ruin with chi- 


nese money lenders. 


Hunghutze—red haired robbers—are in- 


digenous to Mongolia, and of these Prince 
Tao is reported to have collected 15,000 in 
eastern inner Mongolia to ravage the Man- 
eburian and Chihli frontiers. An army has 
been sent against him and more will doubt- 
less be heard of him. 


Chronic State of Brigandage. 

In Manchuria there appears to be a chronic 
state of brigandage—as indeed for fifty 
years past. But numbers of the outlaws are 
being constantly taken and executed. 

At Funing, in Kiangsu province, there is 
a well organized band whose purposes are 
not indiscriminate killing and robbing, but 
the systematic despoiling of the rich. These 
men, however, are being relentlessly pursued 
to Gen. Chang Hsun, who only a few days 
ago caused the execution of fifty-six of them 
at one time. 

In the south may be noted one Choo, who 
tried unsuccessfully to loot Canton and fied 
to Fushau. Unfortunately some of the 
soldiers sent against him threw in their lot 
with him, and Choo is at present driving a 
brisk business. 


Given Government Position. 

Associated with White Wolf was at one 
time a formidable bandit chief named Wang 
Tienchung, but he succumbed to the proffer 
of a lucrative government position. 

The famous Tiger Hsu was another 
well known robber whose claws were cut by 
an attractive offer. White Wolf was made 
a similar proffer but refused. He is not only 
against the present, but against every gov- 
ernment that savors of reform, his ideas 
and actions having their roots in the Taiping 
rebellion.

at the docks in New York. 

The Cunard and White Star companies can- 
not reasonably be blamed for declining the 
risk which would be involved by sending 
these big ships into Queenstown harbor in 
bad weather; on the other hand, it is impos- 
gible that either the postoffice or the public 
should continue to accept indefinitely the pos- 
sibility of the outward American mails being 
left behind at Queenstown, owing to stress 
of weather, as happened recently in the Case 
of 900 sacks intended for the Mauretania. 
This question is now under discussion be-

SALE OF TINKER 


Deal with Ebbets Made by 
Herrmann While Murphy 
Was on Way to Chicago. 


PLAYER AWAITS NEWS,

The Tinker deal stood stock still yesterday. 
President Murphy of the Cubs, who returned 
from New York in the morning, found his 
hands tied by the fact the Brooklyn club 
had obtained first claim on the shortstop's 
servicés by the $25,000 dicker of the night 
before.

Surprised to Leatn of Sale. 

I was surprised when awakened on the 
train by a telegram telling me Tinker had 
been sold to Brooklyn. Tnat ties my hands, 
for under our rules, of course, I cannot send 
for Tinker now or make any proposition to 
him that might tend to influence him against 
going to Brooklyn. It's up to him to decide 
that matter for himself, without interference 
by me. I had heard that Joe would not con- 
‘gent to play in any city except Chicago or 
Pittsburgh, and preferred Chicago, but nat- 
urally that $10,000 bonus is @ strong argu- 
ment. 

I am sorry to lose Tinker, for I thought 
we were pretty sure of getting him, but I 
wish him all the luck in the world. He will 

strengthen any team, and ought to make 
Brooklyn a factor. Of course, the deal is 
not closed until Tinker consents, but I have 
no reason to believe he will not. If he should 
refuse he would belong to the Cincinnati 
club again.

Such horses have now become so numer- 
ous that the more advanced breeders are 
turning their energies in the direction of 
producing 2:10 or better trotters only—that 
is, they aim to dispose of at an early age all 
foals that do not show reasonable prospects 
of attaining that standard. 

Dr. J. C. McCoy of Kirkwood, Del., who 
for years has been in the front rank of 
breeders, not only in the selection of sires 
and dams under a particularly high stand- 
ard but likewise in the matter of colt train- 
ing, a few years ago concluded to shoot at a 
new mark—the breeding of 2:05 trotters.

New York Club Makes Some 


Startling Changes in Auc- 
tion Bridge Game. 


CHICANE NOW ABOLISHED 


Bx A. R METCALFE.* ~~ - 
The new laws of auction bridge published 
by the Whist club of New York, are just out 
and contain some startling changes, of which 


the most important follow: 


Chicane has been abolished entirely. It 
was rather a harmless thing, and this change 
will not greatly affect the game. 

When a player looks at a trick which has 
been turned or quitted, the adversaries im- 
mediately score twenty-five points in the 
honor column, This is a delightful innova- 
tion, which will save much time and coh- 
fusion. 

The penalty for a revoke has been reduced 
from 180 to 100. The privileges of dummy 
have been increased to the following extent: 
He may call the attention of the declarer to 
a special adverse revoke. He may call the 
attention of the declarer to a card exposed 
by the adversary, or to an adverse lead out 
of turn. 


' May Create Controversy. 

These privileges are given to the dummy 
only when he has not intentionally looked 
at any card in the hand of a player. This 
is likely to create much controversy. If a 
player makes a deciaration (other than pass- 
ing) out of turn, the adversary may demand 
a new deal or may allow such declaration 
to stand, in which case the bid shall con- 
tinue as if the declaration had been out of 
turn. 

The penalty for an impossible declaration 
is that if the bid is made seven in the set 
named and the partner of the declarer may 
not further declare unless the adversary 
subsequently bid or double, The adversary 
instead of penalizing an impossible decla- 
ration may demand a new deal, or that the 
last declaration made on behalf of his part- 
nership become the final declaration. 


Name of Game “Auction.” 

The name of the game is given aas Auc- 
tion” only instead of Auction Bridge,” in 
order to distinguish between the game of 
lilies used in this country and auction bridge 
as invented and played in England. 

The name hardly seems definite enough, 
as auction is used in many ether card games 
—viz.: auction, pinochle, auction pitch, etc., 
the followers of which games being accus- 
tomed to refer to them as auction |’ among 
themselves. “‘ Auction Bridge ” cannot even 
claim to be the first auction game in cards.

"TAKING CHANCES’ 


COSTLY TO GIANTS 


Intentional Passes to Walter 
Sthang Might Have Up- 
set World Series. 


MGRAW OPPOSES MOVE, 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

What would have been the outcome if, in 
the last worid’s series, Manager McGraw of 
the Giants had ordered his pitchers to pass 
Walter Schang of the Athletics every time 
he came to baiy The answer is that the Ath- 


leties mignt not have made as many runs by 


seven as they did off the Gland pitchers, and 
the New Yorkers migat have won one or twe 
more games than they did. 

Remember, this is merely a second guess 
and not a criticism of Manager McGraw 's 
leadership ot the Giants. The baseball world 
is full of second guessers, à lot of whom be- 
lieve they know more about the game than 
any manager or player living. They will 


‘stand you up by the hour—if you cannot think 


up a good alibi—and tell you about the mis- 
takes that have been made by men who are 
getting salaries under false pretenses as 
managers of baseball teams, and explain 
how games might have been won if they has 
only been near enough to the bench to give a 
team the benefit of their wonderful second 
sight. It is the easiest thing in the world, and 
one of the commonest in baseball fandom, to 
point out—afterward—how a game might 
have been saved or won by doing something 
different from what was pulled off or at- 
tempted. 
Merely History of Facts. 

We do not want to be classed with this 
kind of critics nor to pose as knowing more 
baseball than the men who have to make the 
first guesses and make them mighty suddenly 
at times. For if we could tell John McGraw 
how to win. ball games or pennants why 
aren't we drawing $20,000 salary instead of 
grinding out dope and not worrying a little 
bit about the intricacies of the income tax? 
So the subsequent remarks must be taken 
merely as an exposition of historical facts, 
which may prove interesting to a few fans 
and furnish food for a little thought, not as 
an attempt to show how McGraw might have 
made a better showing in the late inter- 
league combat. 

Walter Schang’s bat drove in seven runs 
in three of the four games he caught against 
the Giants. In the fourth game his batting 
cut no figure. In the first game of the series 
Schang drove home two runs and the Ath- 
letics won, 6 to 4. In the third game his bat 
was good for only one run, latc in the battle, 
which was won by the Athletics, 8 to 2. In 
the fourth game the kid catcher made two 
singles, each of which drove in a pair of 
Athletic tallies, and the final score was 6 to 8 
in Philadelphia's favor. 


Opposed to Intentional Pass. 

Schang batted in each game right next to 
the pitcher and in two of the three pinches 
when he did such telling execution with his 
hickory stick there were two out when the 
catcher came to bat. Moreover, it could 
hardly be claimed that Bender or Bush was 
a dangerous batsman and they were the men 
with. whom the Giant pitchers would have 
had to cope after walking Schang. 

The real reason why Schang was not 
passed in any of these emergencies was Mc- 
Graw's well Known aversion to the inten- 
tional pass. The chunky manager of the 
Giants simply does not believe in it and 
shares the average baseball fan's sentiment 
that it is not good sport and deserves to be 
treated as lack of nerve or gameness. Me- 
Graw goes the fan one better, for the fan 
considers it cowardly for a visiting pitcher 
to pass a home batter, but thinks it foxy for 
the home pitcher to pass a visiting slugger 
and get the next man out. 

It is true that more ball games are won by 
sheer gameness than by strategy, and Mo- 
Graw’s teams have been examples of what 
can be done with only falr material by im- 
buing it with a fighting spirit and keeping 
it playing the game to the limit all the time, 
no matter what the odds in favor of or 
against the team. Nevertheless, a little 
strategy now and then can't do any harm, 
unless it tends to weaken the confidence of 
a player or team. 


Triple Scores Two Runs. 

The first time Schang cut into the world’s 
series with his bat was in the fourth inning 
of the opening game. Up to that round the 
score was 1 to 0 in New Tork's favor. But 
in the fourth the Athletics bunched hits on 
Marquard. Collins“ triple and Baker's single 
tied the score, then Baker was sacrificed te 
second, only to be cut off trying to make 
third on Strunk's grounder. Barry followed 
with a two bagger which put runners on 
third and second, with two out and the score 
knotted. A pass to Schang would have filled 
the bases and brought up Bender. Instead 
Schang mauled a three bagger over center, 
scoring two runs. Then Bender came up and 
hit to Marquard for the third out. Schang’s 
triple was semething of @ scratch, as Shafer 
slightly misjudged it and then failed to hold 
the ball when he reached it with one hand 


only—but that is apart from this exposition. 


The second time Schang contributed any- 
thing to the Athietic score was of little im- 
portance. It was his home run drive into the 
stand in the eighth inning ef the third game. 
The Athletics already had the battle cinched 
by a score of 7 to 2, and the catcher had 
contributed nothing at all to the making of 
the seven tallies. In fact he had been struck 
out by Tesreau his first two trips tothe plate 
and had fouled out the third time. The last 
time Schang came up there were two out

It was in the fourth game that Schang’s 
bat was most fruitful. It might have been 
more fruitful if he had not been given the 
only pass issued by Demaree, It came with 
a runner on second and one out, but appar- 
ently was not intentional. This was in the 
second inning, after Barry had driven home 
Philadelphia's first run, making the count 
1 to 0. Demaree did not give Schanz any- 
thing he liked and let the catcher walk, after 
which Bender and Murphy flied out. 

When Schang came to bat the second time 
that day it was the fourth inning and the 
score still was 1 to 0. Strunk was on third 
and Barry on second with one out. Schang 
whaled a single straight out over second 
base, scoring the two runs and reaching 
second himself on the throw.

| NEEDS TO LEARN BOXING. 


BY RAY C. PEARSON. 

Much has been written about the over- 
matching of boxers and its disastrous re- 
sults. There is no getting away from the fact 
this practice has brought about many of the 
fatalities of the ring. In most.cases where 
one of the knights of the padded mitt has 
met with an untimely end the cause can be 
attributed to bad matchmaking. but the 
news of pugilism doesn’t tell of the blasted 
hopes of some of the young aspirants who 
have started most promisingly only to fall 
hopelessly into the discard. 

There is one example that prompts this 
story on bad matchmaking but there have 
been numerous others, in fact somany that 
to tell them all wou!d take up reams of paper 
and a corps of stenographers. The case in 
mind is that of a young boxer who hails 
from Racine, Wis. His name is Matty Mc- 
Cue. In a recent encounter he was soundly 
trounced by a newcomer in the game named 
Cal Delaney of Cleveland, O. 

Even before McCue stacked up against 
Delaney he met Patsy Brannigan, the Pitts- 
burgher, and in that contest. which was 
staged by a Milwaukee club, McCue was 
credited with the losing end. Both contests 
were over the ten rougd route. : 


Promising Boy at Start. 

Before tackling Brannigan there never 
Was a more promising boy than young 
McCue. In his ring repertoire he had the one 
thing which every boxer wants, mä that is 
the runch that will send an »spponent to 
dreamland. So ma iy times had little McCue 
demonstrated the force of his kick that 
he immediately was pronounced a coming 
champion by many followers of the sport. 
The confidence did not seem at that time to 
have been misplaced, either, but future 
events went without reckoning. 

Any one who possesses any great amount 
of ring wisdom could have seen many things 
that evidently were not seen by McCue’s 
manager when he sent the boy against 
Patsy Brannigan. Had his faults been noted 
it is doubtful if that mill ever would have 
been staged. The fact that Matty has a 
wonderful punch should not have closed the 
eyes of his manager to such an extent as to 
prevent him from seeing that the youngster 
was deficient in other points of the game 
which are most essential. 

McCue has much to learn before ie can be 
termed a finished fighter. all due considera- 
tion being given to his Knockout kicx In his 
battles so far he has shown that his main 
weakness is lack of boxing ability. He uses 
one method of defense, which consists of 
simply covering up, and in his »outs with 
both Brannigan and Delaney it was demon- 
strated that this would not do. At long 
range his attack also has been of little ac- 
count, for it is necessary for him to come 
to close quarters before he can tear loose 
with the damaging blows which he is capa- 
ble of landing. 


Needs to Learn Blocking, 

Few fighters who ever gained fame in ths 
prize ring were able to do so without being 
able to fight themselves out of trouble.” 
Yet McCue N that he can do it. 
When the attack of his opponent is punish- 
ing, the Racine boy covers up and backs 
away out of range. That is taking the safest 
way, but it doesn't win any fights. Were 
McCue more e=perienced in boxing he could 
resort to blocking methods and still keep in 
close enough to an opponent to send over 
his punch that carries the knockout force. 

McCue jumped into the limelight quickly, 
and just as quickly has he been going back 
the other way. The only solution seems to 
be due to poor handling and worse match- 
making. Many of those who watched the 
progress of Matty were not blinded by en- 
thusiasm over his knockout ability, and 
when he was asked to face the real test in 
meeting Brannigan they were sorry that 
match had been made. The result spoke for 
itself. 

The Racine boy was far from ready for a 
clash with such an experienced and clever 
boy as Brannigan. He needed a lot of 
“schooling” in the art of boxing and it is safe 
to say that he would continue the losing 
route if he did not get it. Whether or not his 
losing bouts with Brannigan and Delaney 
have left a mark cannot at present be de- 
termined, but one thing is certain, and that 
js that such defeats take heart out of any 
rising young fighter. 


Breaks Away from Manager, 

That McCue himself is convinced that he is 
lacking in the essentials that make a succegs- 
ful fighter is evident frem the fact that only 
the other day he broke loose from his man- 
agerial mooring and secured @ new pilot. He 
has been under the managerial wing of John 
McCue of Racine, who brought him out. Hig 
new manager is Tom Jones, who formerly 
piloted Ad Wolgast. 

Jones is one of those who has seen what 
McCue needs most and he believes that with 
careful nursing he can bring Matty to the 
front and make him one of the greatest boys 
in the ring. One thing Jones intends to do 
10 to give McCue some training along boxing

McCue’s new manager algo is going to do 
something contrary to what Matty’s former 
manager did. Instead of keeping McCue at 
his lowest weight for his contests Jones in- 
tends to build the Racine: boy up and hopes 
to make him a lightweight. Strenuous traim- 
ing to make weight has handicapped McCue 
seriously despite the fact that he still is a 
kid, only 18 years old. In the future he will 
not be handicapped in that way, and he gives 
promise of being a greater lightweight than 
he was a featherweight. 

It is yet to be determined whether over- 
matching has spoiled McCue’s chances for 
success.

It is undoubtedly safe to say that a more 
thrilling hearing was never held in the halls 
of congress. Mrs. Desha Breckinridge of 
Kentucky, the great-granddaughter of 
Henry Clay, took up the slogan for freedom 
where her illustrious grandparent left off. 
With her eyes lighted with the divine fire 
and her slender body swaying with kindled 
emotions, with her great gift for rhetoric 
and repressed utterance, this frail little 
woman held the committee's unfaltering at- 
tention. She explained to the men of the

manifestly anti-suffrage in their attitude— 
why she wished the women of her state to 
have the vote and why she was Willing to 
waive the half century of feeling which the 
south has cherished for state’s rights.

Decorations for the Table. 


So much for your menu. Now aas to the 
table and service. If you own a good look- 
ing table, leave it uncovered except for 
center piece, dotlies, mats, etc. Supply each 
place with a plate dolly for your service 
plate; at the left of this have a bread and 
butter plate, a napkin, and three forks; at 
the right put the requisite knives, a teaspoon 
two, if soup is to be served in cups—and the 
water glass.

At one end of the table may be the chafing 
dish on a tray, surrounded by the mixing 
bowls, measuring cup, spoons, and forks 
which the cooking demands and the ingredi- 


ents of the dish to be prepared. At the other 


end of the board may be the tray of coffee 
‘cups and saucers, sugar basin, and cream jug 
if the coffee is to be served with the meal. If 
it is to come with the last course arrange the 
cups, etc., on a tray on the sideboard ready 
to be put on when wanted. Small dishes of 
olives, pickles, jelly, and nuts may be here 
and there and thick or asbestos lined mats 
may mark the stations afterwards to be occu- 
pied by hot bread and vegetables.

By breaking off the 
top of a broken decanter it may, if the base 
be intact, be converted into a useful sugar 
basin or fruit dish. 
CHEAP FIRELIGHTERS. 

Dry the peelings of potatoes well in the 
oven, and they will light the fire much better 
and quicker than wood, thus saving expense. 

LAMP WICK. 

A new lamp wick showd always be soaked 
in vinegar before being used. After this is 
done, there will be neither smell nor smoke, 
and a very bright light will also be the 
result. 

WHEN CLEANING THE FIREPLACE, 

Before cleaning out the fireplace, sprinkle 
a good handful of tea-leaves among the 
ashes. This makes the ashes lift easier, 
and prevents the dust from flying about the 
room. 

FOR STAINS ON MARBLE. 
To remove stains from marble, apply a 
solution of gum arabic, letting it remain on 
until it dries, when it can be peeled or washed 
off, 
A CURTAIN HINT. 

A quick and easy way to slip a rod through 
curtains is to part the end of the rod, put a 
thimble on the end, and the rod will slip 
through quite easy without tearing the 
curtain. 

WHEN CLEANING WINDOWS. 

To prevent windows from steaming when 
cleaning them, apply a small quantity of 
giycerin over the polish with a soft cloth. 
Rub briskly and lightly until the glycerin 
is well rubbed in. | 

HOT WATER BOTTLES. 

To mend a hot water bottle, the following is 
a very good plan: Place a small patch of 
tailors mending tissue over the hele and 
moisten with chloroform, and so continue 
until five or six patches have been applied. 
The chloroform dissolves the tissue and 
makes the patch firm. 

STEEL GRATES. | 

The way to keep steel grates from rusting 
is to clean the steel first in the usual way 
and then to rub it over with unsalted lard. 
This should be left on it for a few minutes 
and then wiped off and the steel polished 
with a gat duster. :

The number of answers the queen received 
proves that such a dish was fairly well known 
throughout England at that time. As such 
news did not travel as fast then.as with the 
modern system, it is safe to estimate thatthe 
plum pudding was served in England at least 
150 years previous. 

But even with a 200 year old recipe before us 
we find it as a whole much the same as those 
in use today. The slight changes found in 
the modern recipes are due in some respects 
to the high cost of the ingredients. These 
changes were made in order that all classes 
might enjoy their English plum pudding, 


which Christmas has assigned to the Christ- 


mas dinner, and is as appropriate as the dec- 
orations and gifts themselves.

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How to . a Shirt 
to Make It Look Right. 


FTER washing pass the shirt through 
thin hot water starch before it is 
hung up to dry. This you will find 
will give just the right amount of 
stiffness to the body part of the shirt. 
Then hang it out in the open air, and when 
quite dry starch the cuffs in cold water 
starch in exactly the same way as you do a 
gentleman’s shirt; then if there is an at- 
tached collar starch this, and also the box 
plait which goes down the front. 


Remember to always wet the part jus be- 
yond where the starch will go; this will pre- 


vent the starch spreading. When this is done 


| 


sprinkle the remaining dry parts with cold 
water, roll it up tightly in a clean cloth, and 
lay it aside for a short time until you are 
ready to iron it. 


Take the shirt out of the cloth and place it 
with the neck part towards the edge of the 
table. Iron the collar first until it is perfectly 
dry, then iron the yoke on both sides. 


Next do the cuffs, and then run the iron 
inside the sleeve a little way so as to dry the 
gathers and the thicker parts. Now open 
the sleeve out as flat as possible and iron it 
front and back. 


If you possess a sleeve board this will 
lighten your labors considerably, as it is al- 
most impossible for the sleeve to be properly 
ironed if it lies flat on the table. 


When ironing the sleeve without a board 
slip the hand inside once or twice to prevent 
the starch sticking. Pay special attention to 
the top part of the gathers. 


Iron the bodice part of the shirt last of all. 
Finally, polish the collar and cuffs. 


First pin the two fronts together, top and 
bottom, and lay the fullness into plaits. Next 
lay the sleeves down the sides of the back and 
turn them upwards again so that the cuffs 
show at the neck. Pin them into position and 
turn over the sides, also pinning. them to- 
gether. 


Fold the end upwards, making it a conven- 
ient size. On no account press these folds 
with an iron; they should all be done as light- 
ly as possible to avoid undue creasing.

seeds, two white onions, one-half can bam- 
boo shoots, two pounds bean sprouts, one 
and one-half teaspoons salt, three table- 
spoons of syou, dash of cayenne. 

Take the two spoonsful of pure fresh chick- 
en fat which has been tried out, and when 
it is boiling hot (be careful not to burn) put 
in the breast of chicken, which has been 
cut up in small pieces, and fry a light golden 
brown. Take six sticks of celery and cut 
in small pieces and one and one-half pounds 
of fresh white mushrooms cut in halves. 
Cut in thin slices one dozen water chestnuts 
or lotus seeds. Chop two white onions and 

a half can of bamboo shoots. Add to the 
8 with three tablespoons of syou, half 
a teaspoonful of salt, and a dash of cayenne. 

Add two 
pounds of bean sprouts and a quarter tea- 
spoon of sugar.

Binding is used to neaten or strengthen the. 


edges of material by means of covering them 
with strips of the material, tape, ribbon, or 
Prussian binding. The long flannels used for 
infants are frequently bound with soft silk 
ribbon.

Furniture plush and 
brocades make warm and handsome wraps, 
and as they are wide one can often get a rem- 
nant for $5 or $6 that would cost several 
times that much if the material is bought by 
the yard. Do not feel it necesasry to bay 
big prices for your lining. The cheaper silks 
and satins wear surprisingly. well, as there 
is little strain on them. 

A simple, easily made wrap for evening can 
be cut from a shawl wrap pattern. Many 
women have had a handsome Persian or 
cashmere shawl put away for years. If you 
have now is the time to use them. Get a pat- 
tern that d s in such a way that the 
shawl need npt be cut—a piece of vandalism 
which you will régret some day if not now.

After mass the couples, with their friends ie 
and relatives, separate and visit their differ- | ; | 
ent circles of acquaintances. They dance be- 
fore the houses of their relatives a special 
peasant dance called the “ ridee,” which is 
like the farandole, in which every one, young 
and old, takes part. While this dancing is in 
full swing the youths and maidens offer bread 
and salt to the newly wedded pairs, then take 
them home, where a sumptuous banquet has 
been prepared. It is a gay homecoming. The 
cooks and other assistants who have helped 
to spread the banquet table come to meet 
them, carrying bottles of cider, cakes, and 
loaves of bread, and even pats of butter, or- 25 
namented with ribbons. The musicians await oe 
them also. 

Between the courses of the dinner the peo- 
ple dance, and afterwards the musicians, who 
are seated on upturned barrels, play as long 
as their strength holds out. Then the dancers 
help them, laughing, whistling, singing, and 
clapping their hands. 

This annual wedding day of Brittany, in 
those neighborhoods where it falls during the 5 
holiday season, makes a merry Christmas 
celebration. : 5

What I want to say is this: Why not try minuet 
steps to waltz time, like this: Man and girl face each 
other in minuet position. Man holds girl’s right hand in 
his right hand—not the entire hand, as if they were 
shaking hands, mind you; just the tips of the girl’s fin- 
gers. They stand at arms’ length before starting to 
dance. Now remember, waltz music—one, two, three. 
On “one” they back step forward on their right feet. 


Their arms go quite high in the air so they can look under

I argued with her that in this day 
the girls liked one partner at a time and that it took 
too many to dance a quadrille. She came right back at 
me by saying that all the dancers seemed to be seeing 
who could do the fanciest step and she thought some of 
the quadrille steps done by two would be attractive. 

So I have worked it out like this, and really it’s lote 
of fun; in fact, since I’ve been loeking into the quadrille 
steps I find that the Castle swing and many other varia- 
tions are just twentieth century editions of old steps.

Quadrille for Two. 

Here we have the quadrille made for two. The man 
and girl one step, we will say, eight or twelve beats, then 
they separate, facing each other, and walk backwards 
away from each other four beats, then forward four beats, 
which brings them right together again; but they don’t 
touch each other; back again four beats, always starting 
back on right feet and starting forward again on right 
feet. Now we have back four, forward four, back four, 
forward four, and then without touching go right around 
each other as you’ve seen them do in the Virginia reel, 
lancers, or quadrille. They do not turn as they go around 
each other. They step forward the way they are facing 
on “one.” Man steps to right on “two” with his back 
to girl and girl steps over to left with her back to man. 
Man steps back on “three” towards his original posi- 
tion, girl does the same, and on four man steps one 
step to left, girl one to right, which brings them facing 
each other again and where they started from. 


Now they assume one step position and one step again 
for as many beats as they want to, then start the same 
step over again. Back four steps, forward four, back 
four, forward four, and then instead of the step around 
they swing around just as in any old “ swing your part- 
ners” step. Once all the way around brings them back 
to where they were, then back four, forward four, and 
swing partners. This time after the swing retain hold on 
partner and one step gayly on. 


You will be astonished at what fun you can get out 
of this foolishness. Now if you are not stingy and want 
to share your pleasure get four couples together and in- 
stead of standing in a square stand all four couples in a 
row, four girls on a side and four men on a side, then 
do just the same steps, only all the four together, the 
four men stepping back four and the four girls doing the 
same, and instead of going into the one step between 
steps both sides grand right and left for ten beats, and 
that will bring you all Lack in different positions and 
you draw another girl or man for the next step. 

This kind of a mixup step is not popular today be- 
cause there is too much twosing in the new dancing. 
Everywhere you find couples who dance together all the 
time because their steps suit each other and they can’t 


do them as well with other people. A girl should not 


do this, though, unless che is engaged to her dancing 
partner and doesn’t care whether people think she is 
popular or not, for by and by all the men get so accus- 
tomed to seeing them dance so well together that they 
think it is useless to try to dance with that particular 
girl. Pean understand it perfectly, though, because when 
I find a partner who is just the right size for me and 
whose step suits mine I hang on to him as long as pos- 
sible, because I for one like dancing for dancing’s sake 
and not for the sake of dancing with some one in partic- 
ular, and know there are lots of people who feel the 
same, because I have seen many examples of a homely 
man who could dance wonderfully stepping up and snatch- 
ing the belle of the ball from the local Adonis, who was

606 W ANTED—3,000 artificial legs.” 
It may not have been in ex- 

actly these words, but that was 

the essence of an advertisement 

which the Bulgarian government placed in 
German newspapers recently and added fuel 
to one of the bitterest controversies over the 
subject of war that Germany has ever known. 
“ Horrible! horrible!” cried the anti-mili- 
tarists of the fatherland. “A brief war has 
cost a little nation like Bulgaria 150,000 peo- 
ple. The actual dead, whgse bodies have 
been buried in hastily improvised graves on 
the battlefield or were left as food for the 
vultures, number 44,892. The wounded num- 
ber 104,586. It was for 3,000 of these latter 
that the advertisement calling for that many 
artificial legs was boldly inserted in the news 
papers. There can be no greater indictmeat 
of war than this advertisement.” : 

But the less radical press of the father- 
land saw something quite different in that 
advertisement. It saw the humanity of war 
in it. Journalists and editors have raked the 
history of the human race and have gathered 
stacks of facts, descriptions, and statistics to 
prove that never was war conducted on a 
more humane basis than it is today. 

In the time of Alexander the Great, of 
Otesar. even as late as the period of the 
reformation, war was literal butchery. There 
were no wounded. The conquered were killed 
and mutilated. 

“Instead of emphasizing the cruelty of 
war,” these editors assert, “ the large number 
of wounded shows the humanity with which 
modern warfare-is conducted. The day 2f 
useless slaughter in war is past. It is con- 
sidered murder even on the battlefield to kill 
off people irresponsibly merely to satisfy a 
fiendish desire for revenge.”

Little Book Starts Controversy. 
The controversy about war, while accen- 
tuated by this advertisement, began some 


months before the insertion of the call for 
3,000 artificial legs by the Bulgarian govern- 
ment in the newspapers, It started with the 
appearance of a booklet called the Men- 
schenschlachthaur ” (The Human Slaughter 
House ). The little book is subtitled Scenes 
from the War That Is Sure to Come.” It 
was written by a schoolmaster, Wilhelm 
Lamszus. It has been suppressed by the 
government, only ‘to find that the sale of the 
book has gone up into hundreds of thousands 
because of its suppression. 

In “The Human Slaughter House Lams 
sus, apparently familiar with Matthew Ar- 
nold’s saying that the pen is the “ most ter- 
rible of modern weapons,” sets out to war 
upon war with the pen. In this little book he 
paints the slaughter and cruelty of war with 


“words far more effectively than the Russian | 


painter Verestchagin or the German painter 
Franz Stuck ever painted it with a brush. 
Verestchagin’s painting “ Forgotten,” which 
is one of the most ghastly things he has 
done in his effort to conquer war with art, 
does not begin to compare in horror wita 


some of the descriptions of death on the bat 


tlefield which Schoolmaster Lamszus has 
managed to put on paper.

Forceful Weapon for Peace. 

“The Human Slaughter House has 
brought Lamszus compliments. from the sec- 
retary of the world’s peace congress in Gene- 
va for supplying the pacifists with a forceful 
weapon in their war on war. It is likely, 
however, that the book may rank with Tol- 
stoi’s great novel War and Peace, An- 
dreyieff’s Red Laughter,” and Bertha von 
Suttner’s “Lay Down Your Arms” as one 
of the world’s great pleas for peace and for 
the settlement of all differences between na- 
tions by arbitration. 

Here is a description of the battlefield as 
Lamszus sees it: 

“The earth has opened her mouth .. . 
lightnings, crashes, and thunderings, and the 
heaven &plits in twain and falls down in 
flame—the earth whirls upwards in shreds 
„men and the earth blaze and hurtle 
through the air . and then a crash, a 
maddening uproar, strikes us full in the chest 
so that we reel backward to the ground and 
half consciously struggle for breath in the 
sand . and now. . . the storm 's 
over . . , the pressure of the atmosphere 
relaxes off our chests . . . we cringe 

tlose to one another, and, trembling, we see 
that our faces, our uniforms, have red, wet 
stains and distinctly recognize shreds of flesh 
on the cloth. And among our feet something 
is lying that was not lying there before it 
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gleams. white from the dark sand and un- 
curls . a Strange, dismembered hand 

. fragments of flesh with the uniform 
still adhering to them.” 

The following description by Lamszus f 
death on the battlefield surpasses even so 
ghastly a painting as that masterpiece en- 
titled “ Napoleon in Hell“: 

“Is that a human being coming up, run- 
ning, here? . . . He is coming with a rush. 
He stumbles upright into the trenches 
and tumbles sobbing and howling among our 
rifles. . . He strikes out at us with hands 
and feet. He is crying and struggling 
like a child and yet no man dares go up to 
him . for now he is rising on his knee 
and then we see! Half his face has 
been torn away ... one eye gone 
the twitching muscle of the cheek is hanging 
down. He is kneeling and opening and 
closing his hands, and is howling to us for 
mercy. | 


„We gaze at him horror stricken and are 
paralyzed . « « then at length the yokel— 
and our eyes thank him for it—raises the 
butt of his rifle and places the muzzle against 
the sound temple ... bang! ... and 
the maimed wreckage falls over backward 
and lies still in his blood.“ 

Here is another sample of the horror of 
death on the battlefield: 

8 Some one comes crawling toward us 
„ he is crawling on all fours ... he is 
dragging something behind him with his body, 
and all the time he is whining like a sick 
dog and is howling gbrilly in long drawn 
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tones . he is still crawling along fast 
and when he has reached us we see—and the 


blood stands still in our hearts—they are his 
entrails hanging out of his body .. . his 
belly has been ripped up from below ... 
he is crawling, he is crawling upon his en- 
trails . . be is coming .. . the entrails 
are coming. . . horror breaks out from 
every pore .. . hardly three paces from 
me he lies still. . . he lies still and kisses 
mother earth who has slain her children so 
horribly.”

Modern War Free from Butchery. 

It is because of these horrifying pictures 
of war painted by Lamszus in his book that 
columns after columns have been devoted for 
weeks in the newspapers of the fatherland to 
set modern war in what is said to be its more 
nearly true light in the eyes of the public. 

It is understood, Lamszus’ critics say, that 
war is not exactly a Sunday school picnic, 
that it is a business for life and death. But 
they argue even the devil should be given his 
due. War has never been so free, they say, 
from useless butchery as it is today. Turn 
the pages of history a thousand years back, 
they assert, and you find that cruel and pain- 
giving instruments have been used. Today 
such instruments are forbidden. The use of 
the dumdum bullet, which exploded in the 
body and made a terrible wound, has been 
forbidden. 

The main purpose in modern warfare is 10 
incapacitate the soldier rather than kill him. 

‘ith that end in view the bullets today are 
such that a man can more speedily recover 
from a bullet wound than was the case in the 
past, it is declared. 

As regards the numbers of killed, it is 
claimed there was far greater slaughter in 
ancient times, when the sword, the spear, and 
the bow were used than there is today. With 
modern guns, which make the arena of war 
miles and miles in length, an army becomes 
demoralized more quickly if the tide goes 
against it. It either retreats or surrenders. 
In any event, many are enabled to save their 
lives where, were they in a narrower space, 
they would be sure to be slaughtered by the 
onrushing enemy. 

How much greater the slaughter and butcih- 
ery of war was in ancient times is shown by 
citing Prof. Otto Seeck’s statements in his 

book on “The Downfall of the Ancient 
World.” Prof. Seeck says that so heavy was 
the slaughter of soldiers in the Roman wars 
that it was necessary from time to time to 


; 
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“borrow whole tribes” to cutivate the 
Roman fields. How wars in ancient times 
drained the population and rooted out its 
strongest sons is seen from the following 
statement by the German historian: “ Out 
of every hundred thousand strong men, eighty 
thousand were slain.”

France Pays Heavy Penalty. 

In the religious wars of the middle ages, 
the critics of Lamszus further point out, in 
spite of the fact that they were inspired by 
Christian sentiments, the slaughter of the 
vanquished was ruthless. In the Roman 
wars the prisoners of war were killed, and 
those spared were turned into slaves. There 
was no slavery in the middle ages. So the 
Slaughter of the defeated was greater, In 
the Napoleonic wars, which is modern, in 
fact, late history, three million and seventy 
thousand soldiers were killed. More than 
one-half of them were Frenchmen. The 
French nation has not yet recovered from 
this drain of her youth. No modern war, tt 
is declared, can possibly claim as many vic 
tims for any one country. Modern weapons 
of warfare, with the aid of the field telephone, 
telegraph, and aeroplane, make for speedy 
ending of wars and fewer losses of lives, it 
is claimed. 

A humane feature of modern warfare, it is 
pointed out, is the status of the civil public. 
There is no more devastating of whole cities 
of a conquered land or territory by the con- 
querors. The rights of the citizens of . 
country as distinguished from its soldiers are 
strictly safeguarded by international law. 
Such cruel practices as poisoning streams aad 
food supplies, which were common war tac 
tics in ancient times, have no place in mod- 
ern warfare. The private citizens of a de- 
feated country are no longer carried off o 
distant lands and enslaved. 

A similar change has taken place in the 
treatment of war prisoners held in a foreign 
country. They must be treated fairly. They 
must not be subjected to any indignity. That 
is the law among all nations. 

All of the defenders of modern warfare in 
Europe against Lamszus’ charges of cruelty 
preface their statements with the r>-nark that 
they are not defending war simply to glorify 
it. They, too, wish to avoid war, they say. 
In fact, every great military leader, every 
ruler of note, is against war, they assert. 
Their defense, they claim, is not of the wat 
principle but of war tactic. To make it ap- 
pear that war is more cruel and wanton, more 
ruthless today than it ever was, is to ignore 
history. Humanity prevails even over the 
battlefield.

HE modern French pictures recently 
ent to the institute by Martin L. Ry- 
erson are in the small room beyond 
the Nickerson gallerics. The painters 
represented are Puvis de Chavannes, 
Renoir, Monet. Sisley, Pissarro, Carriére,. 
Guillaumin, Lépine, Huguet, Boudin, Albert 
André, Jongkind, and the Spaniard, 8. Ca- 
nals. 

“ Autumn,” by Puvis de Chavannes, is an 
idyl of e dymph and mide children in an or- 
chard: a beautiful little picture, character- 
istic of his mature period in its austere feel- 
ing, its decoratively balanced composition, 
and its careful toning of blue and green and 
pearl. Like all this painter's work after his 
first youth, this picture testifies to his deco- 
rative instinct, and to his originality within 
that field. Between French mural art of the 
second empire and of the republic there is a 
great gulf fixed, and Puvis de Chavannes 


was the man who dug it—or, if I may believe | 


a story I heard recently, his true spirit mas- 
ter, who died young, Chasseriau. The deco- 
rations of the Paris opera, by Beaudry and 
others, follow the familiar renaissance type 
to the last point of melodramatic artificiality 


further, so this decorator of a saner period 


turned his back on all that rococo realism 
and developed his severe, chaste, symbolistic 
poetic art. 

The story above referred to is to this ef- 
fect: Chasseriau was a young mura! paint- 
er who died before opportunities came for 
full expression of his extraordinarily fecund 
genius. Meantime he drew innumerable car- 
toons, which he left to his sweetheart, This 
lady, afterward’ the Princess Cantacuzene, 
became the presiding deity in the life of Puvis 
de Chavannes whom she finally married. 
The Friends of Chasseriau,” now organized 
to honor his memory, assert that Chavanhes 
wholly changed his style after he had access 
to the dead man’s cartoons, which are now in- 
accessible. Without minimising Chavannes’

ROBABLY the most delicate job for the 
inexperienced in overhauling a motor is 
the matter of removing and replacing 
the rings on the pistons, as it is pretty 
certain that in the first attempt many 


remove the rings unless they show bad spots 
or have become chipped in some manner. 
Soaking the piston, with thé rings on, in 
kerosene will prove a successful way to 
clean it of all accumulated carbon and 
heavy oil and this usually suffices for any 


| ordinary job of overhauling.

It must be remembered that rings are 
turned out of cast iron and while they have 
a little spring, they will not stand much 
spreading, for they will snap if placed only 
a little out of their original position. The 
illustrations show a piston both without and 
with rings in place and are marked 1 and 2.

be passed over another, so that this will 
cause considerable véxation unless the opera- 
tor has had some experience.

The rings should be replaced in the opposite 
way; that is, the top ring should be replaced 
first. It will be found necessary to again use 
the tins, although an expert can easily put 
the rings back without their use. Care must 
be exercised in the handling of the rings: 
They must not be spread, for they will stand 
little movement without breaking and they 
will not stay spread. If they are badly worn 
they should be replaced with new ones, which 
cost little and will more than pay for them- 
selves in a short time by the saving of fuel. 


The’ rings should ‘be thoroughly cleaned, 
but avoid the use of emery cloth or paper, 
for too much of the surface may be taken 
off and thus prevent as tight a fit as they | 
demand. If there ia a point where a ring 
appears to be binding, after it is thoroughly 
cleaned, it may be smoothed off by laying 
the ring flat on a piece of emery cloth and 
rubbing it a tittle. The ting should be in- 
serted in the groove to see that it fite—and | 
the fit should be free, and yet exceedingly

Often when ‘ knock appears in a motor it 
is due elther to carbon deposits, which cause 
preigtiition, or to loose crank shaft or wrist 
pin bearings. A remedy for the first is a 
thorough cleaning of the cylinder heads and 
tops of the piston, while to remedy a loose 
bearing requires considerable work and 
should never be attempted by any but a 
thorough mechanic. Loose crank. shaft 
bearings may be temporarily repaired by the 
filing ett of the edges of the halves of the 
bearings, but this may lead to the improper 
meshing of the timing gears or to putting the 
shaft out of alignment. It is fara better plan 
to have an expert do this work, for the 
bearing to give good satisfaction should be 
scraped to a dead fit in order to save ex- 
cessive wear. Wrist pin bushings may be re- 
newed at slight cost, but usually the wrist 
pin itself shows wear and must also be te- 
newed or carbonized.

Autauga county, Ala, is described in the 
report of a soil survey made in 1906 by the 
bureau of soils, United States department of 
agriculture, which says in pert: 

“ Autauga county is located near the cen- 
ter of Alabama, and lies wholly within the 
coastal plain region. The early settlers 
came from Georgia and the Carolinas, and 
the present white population is made up al- 


most entirely of the descendants of these 


ettlers. There is a large negro population, 
which forms the chief source of labor. 


The Loulsville and Nashville, Mobile and 
Ohio, Southern, and Alabama Central rail- 
roads and the Alabama river furnish trans- 
portation facilities to the principal markets, 
including Montgomery, Mobile, New Orleans, 
Birmingham, Selma, and pointe im the north. 


The climate is moderate and is suited to 
a wide range of crops. The mean annual 
temperature is about 66 degrees F., and the 
precipitation about fifty inches. The aver- 
age growing season is from March 10 to 
Nov. 8. 5 

“Including swamp anw meadow, twenty- 
two soil types were mapped in the area. 
The meadow fe not under cultivation, but is 
used extensively for pasture, 


Cotton is the chief money crop in the 
county. Corn is an important product, but 
none is grown for shipment. Oats, cowpeas, 
and peanuts are grown chiefly for forage. 
Truck crops, such as potatoes, cabbage, to- 
matoes, watermelons, cantaloupes, etc., are 
grown on a comparatively small scale, while 
some fruits are grown for the local markets.“

Chicago. Forward to the Land Bureau. 
Can you tell me something about the land 
in Lake county, Oregon, agricultural oppor- 
tunities, prices, climate, etc? H. A. R. 

Lake county is in south central Oregon, 
east of Klamath, west of Harney, south of 


_Crook, and has the California state line for 


its southern boundary. A description of the 
county contained in a booklet issued by the 
Great Northern railway covers your ques- 
tions. It says in part: 

„Lake county has no rivers, but, as the 
name implies, has many lakes, the largest of 
which are Goose lake, Summer lake, and 
Plush lake. 

“ The climate of Lake county is temperate; 
the air is dry, with the usual Orégon snap 
and bracing qualities. The extremes of tem- 
perature are 9 degrees below zero in winte~ 
and 100 degrees above in summer. The snow- 
fall is not heavy. For a country lying be- 
tween the Cascades and Rockies, Lake coun- 
ty has a comparatively large annual rainfall, 
averaging more than seventeen inches. 

„The soil of Lake county is a deep, fertile, 
voleanic ash, and in and near the forests is 
mixed with a rich, deep loam. 

Large forests of sugar pine and yellow 
pine, with some tamarack and fir, cover about 
1,500,000 acres, approximately one-fifth of 
the county. There are about 2,000,000 acres 
of good agricultural land. The balance is 
well suited for grazing. ; 

— * 

Land can be purchased in Lake county at 
moderate prices—state school lands at from 
$7.50 to $15 per acre; timber land, $8 to $10 
an acre; pasture and grazing land, from $6 to 
$20 an acre; rolling hill land, $10 to $20; or- 
chard, grain, and farm lands from 310 to 
$75, depending on improvements and fences; 
irrigated, well cultivated land, from $25 to $75 
per acre. 

“Like the rest of central Oregon, stock 
raising had been the chief industry, as cat- 
tle, sheep, and horses could be walked to 
market.

—Does the state university have an agricul- 
tural short course? If so, what are the re- 
quirements? | W. H. B. 


The corn growers’ and stockmen's conven- 


tion is held annually at the college of agri- 
culture, University of Illinois, Urbana, III. 


generally during the middle of January. At 
the time of this meeting the college gives 
instruction for two weeks in subjects of spe- 
sial interest to young men on the farm, such 
as corn and stock judging, milk and seed 
testing, study of soils, etc. 


A morning session of two hours each day 
is devoted to the discussion of questions of 
prime importance to the farmer: In the 
afternoons an hour is given to lectures upon 
topics of general interest to Illinois agricul- 
ture.

A booklet issued by the Maryland state 
bureau of land immigration in 1913 says of 
the state’s agricultural opportunities: 

„There are many farmers in the northern 
and northwestern states, remote from mar- 
kets and suffering from the severities of an 
inclement climate, who would be glad to sell 
their properties and make their homes in 
Maryland, where all the conditions are favor- 
able, the climate mild and equable, lands 
cheap, and markets close at hand. 

“Tt seems incredible to the farmer upon 
lands selling at $100 an acre that there should 
be good and fertile, well improved farms 
within from ten to thirty miles of the capital 
of the nited States to be had at from one- 
tenth to one-half the price of prairie lands 
in the fertile west, 

„ Maryland's invitation to agricultural im- 
migrants with some capital is sincere. She 


offers good lands, easily improved, at very |. 


low prices. The products of these lands are 
within easy reach of railroads and steam- 
boats, or both. There is a choice of the best 
markets in the land. Baltimore is the nat- 
ural and principal market town for the whole 
state, and lines of transportation from every 
quarter of the state lead thereto. But there 
is choice of markets. The western counties 
send much of their fruit to Pittsburgh; the 
eastern shore can reach Philadelphia in a 
few hours and New York in a few hours more;

I 3 like to know if dairy farms pay 
up there, F. G. 

In official bulletin No. 10, published by au- 
thority of the legislative assembly of the 
province of British Columbia, there is an ar- 
ticle on dairying by H. Rive, provincial dairy 
instructor, from which the st gehen infor- 
nn is taken: 

** Dairying in British Columbia is one of the 
leading agricultural industries. A large pro- 
portion of the new settled portions of the 
province are richly endowed by nature with 
the necessary soil and climatic conditions for 
the development of this industry. The mar- 
ket is scarcely excelled by any country in the 
world, and as a consequence prices for dairy 
produce run high. Along with the high price 
of the product we find that the price of con- 
centrated foodstuff and labor are high. But 
to offset this large quantities of hay and grain 
can be grown per acre. 

The winter season is not long, for scarce- 
ly a day passes that cattle cannot go out, and 
for a large portion of the year can obtain 
some food. The buildings for housing cow 
do not need to be built so warm, and the ques- 
tion ot ventilation is a minor one. Labor on 
a dairy farm is easier to hold because it can 

de engaged for and profitably employed dur- 
ing the entire year. 

** As the land increases in value more inten- 
sive methods of cultivation are being used 
and this adds greatly to the dairy industry, 
by giving a larger production of the product 
in a smaller area, thus decreasing much the 
cost of manufacture and delivery of the prod- 
uct to private and codperative concerns, as 
well as the individual. 

“The great increase in the population of 
the province, and of the cities in particular, 
has to some extent changed the character 
of the dairy business, especially that of the 
manufacture of butter and cheese, The coun- 
try surrounding the towns and cities is be- 
ing opened up by suburban lines, both electric 
and steam, and as the cities are calling for 
more and better milk a great many patrons 
of creameries have now placed at their doors 
open markets for milk and sweet cream. 

“This has been taken advantage of by 
many during the last year, and as a result the 
manufacture of butter does not appear to 
be as great as in former years. Most of the 
creameries outside of this influence have 
reported this year an increase in production, 
and considering the number of people that 
are using milk and cream we must conclude 
that the industry is still growing and must 
of necessity grow much larger. 

The British Columbia Dairymen’s asso- 
ciation, by its increased membership this 
year, shows to a certain extent the advance 
movements in this industry. The association 
is now on a more prosperous basis than ever 
before and is effectually attacking many of 
the problems and aiding financially and oth- 
erwise many of the difficulties that confront 
the dairymen. To a certain extent it is as- 
sisting in the educational work and in pro- 
moting the interests of the dairymen in gen- 
eral. ve

It is by far the most difficult business 
in the world to succeed at, unless 
one is very talented. 

One often hears the question: 

“What has become of such and 
such a vaudeville team? I saw them 


months, and the establishment of a 
great number of, stock companies in 
the towns throughout the country, 
have not only reduced the number of 
people to be thrown out of work, but 
have given opportunities for summer 
jobs until better things turn up.

Others drift from the great metro- 
politan centers out through the coun- 
try and never reappear to their old 
admirers, though they may for. years 
play outer circuits. 
It is amazing to think what a vast 
number of actors retire to small 
farms and succeed. Many superan- 
nuated ones start dramatic schools, 
while others make a business of 
stage managing amateur productions 
for church benefits and the like.
